Library's story hour a welcome 
project for mothers and kids 


The Des Plaines Public Library pre- 


school story hour is probably as welcome 
a program for mothers as it is for the 
3- and 4-year-old children who attend it. 


The 30-mlnutc weekly session not only 


entertains children, but helps them learn 
concepts and listening habits which will 
help them when they enter school, said 
Marguerite Flentgo, program director. 


The sessions arc held Tuesday and 


Wednesday mornings at the library and 
will continue for four more weeks. Dur- 
ing the program two staff members read 
stories to the children and lead them in 
singing and reciting. 


THE TWO ADULT leaders in each ses- 


sion plan their class In advance for an 
even flow to keep the children's attention 
during the entire 30 minutes. The leaders 
alternate reading a story and leading the 
children in a recital. They also vary the 


routine between sit-down and stand-up 
activities. 


"The only way it will work is if we have 


things planned before each class other- 
wise we will lose their attention," Mrs. 
Flentge said. "We also use books with 
short texts to keep them alert." 


When tho current six-week program is 


completed, another session will not start 
for several weeks, Mrs. Flentge said. 
The break is built into the program so 
children won't get tired of the same 
weekly routine and it also allows more 
children to enroll in the program, she 
said. 


In addition to he preschool story hour, 


the library also offers Saturday morning 
story sessions for primary-level students 
and intermediate students. A book dis- 
cussion class is conducted for junior high 
students once a month, Mrs. Flentge said. 


THE LIBRARY also is planning to be- 


gin a new program designed to acquaint 


elementary students with the library and 
the services it offers. Students from 
schools In Des Plaines will be brought to 
the library during the morning and staff 
members will show them the basics of 
how to use a library and what is avail- 
able to them. 


Two classes per morning will be sched-

before making any final decision. 


THE GO-SLOW ATTITUDE results 


from the fact that the money must be 
used to improve public facilities that 
benefit low-and moderate-income fami- 
lies. 


While tho money cannot be used for 


construction of housing for low-and mod- 


crate-income families, applications for 
the funds must be accompanied by a 
housing assistance plan which identifies 
the need for such housing and sets out a 
program aimed at meeting the need. 


The $2.5 million would be available to 


the city over a six-year period, beginning 
next year. Several aldermen and Michael 
Richardson, the city's director of plan- 
ning and zoning, have suggested that a 
portion of the money the city receives 
next year could be used to fund a de- 
tailed study of the housing needs and oth- 
er municipal problems in the city. 


Other aldermen have questioned other 


application requirements such as a 
three-year plan to identify problems, pri- 
orities, and solution strategies and a plan 
to eliminate or prevent blight. 


HINDE SAID he also has referred tho

south according to officials of the min- 
istry of housing. 


In the Lima residential sections of 


Chorrlllos and La Molina, 50 to 60 per 
cent of the houses were reported de- 
stroyed or heavily damaged. 


"Chorrillos Is like a dcvastcd city" 


said a photographer. 


The top floor of the six-story Banco de 


Industria building In downtown Lima col- 
lapsed as did an entire monastery in sub- 
urban Santa Rosa, and a large grain silo 
In Callao. Several workmen were report- 
ed trapped in the rubble of the silo. 


The quake struck as the country was 


preparing for a half holiday in celebra- 
tion of the sixth anniversary of the take- 
over by the military government. All pub- 
lic celebrations were canceled and Presi- 
dent Juan Velnsco Alvarado postponed 
his speech to the nation. 


The ministers of housing and of the in- 


terior took a helicopter tour of Lima to 
survey tho damage. 


The quake was felt In the heart of the 


Andes mountains in Cuzco, 350 miles 
away. 


In Lima, cornices from older buildings , 


fell onto the streets, damaging some 
cars. Walls cracked and some windows 
shattered, covering sidewalks with splin- 
tered glass. Hundreds of houses col- 
lapsed, but most residents escaped out- 
side. 


The Institute said the epicenter was in 


the Pacific Ocoan, 30 to 50 miles south- 
west of Lima and the intensity was 6.5 to 
7 on the Rlchter scale of 10. Its tremors 
were felt in a radius of 300 miles around 
Lima. 


The-force was felt greater in Lima 


than the earthquake in May, 1970, that 
devastated the northern half of the coun- 
try and caused an estimated 67,000 
deaths, with many dying in landslides. 


The Lima fire department said first re- 


ports Indicated the most heavily dam- 
aged part of Lima was in the Rlmac sec- 
tion where older, predominantly wooden 
buildings make up most of the homns. 


Along the Pacific coast, tides suddenly 


receded 100 yards at the height of the 
earthquake, overturning small boats. 


Two hundred houses belonging to field 


workers at the experimental agricultural 
station outside Lima collapsed, but all 
those inside managed to escape and 
there were no Injuries.

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Inflation plan to omit high gas tax 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford opposes the gasoline tax proposed 
by his energy chief and will not include it 
in his anti-Inflation recommendations 
next week, Informed sources said Thurs- 
day. 


But the sources said Ford may pro- 


posed some such gasoline tax in January 
when a new Congress comes in. The tax, 
as conceived by energy specialists, 
would be levied on those who use larger 
quantities of gasoline and would bo in- 
tended to raise revenues as well as dis- 
courage consumption. 


Ford brought his key economic ad- 


visers together for the third time this 
week to help draft the administration's 
long awaited anti-Inflation program. Alan 
Greenspan, head of Ford's Council of 
Economic Advisers, said late Thursday 
the plan was "pretty well developed." 


Sources sold the plan did not include 


any form of the high gasoline tax Feder- 
al Energy Chief John Sawhlll had out- 
lined Wednesday. The plan was a 20 or

Serious crime 
up 16% from 73 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A sharp up- 


turn In serious crime which began a year 
ago has continued at least through the 
first half of 1974, the FBI reported Thurs- 
day. 


The FBI's second quarterly report for 


this year showed the crime level for tho 
first six months was up 16 per cent from 
the same period hi 1973 based on reports 
received from state and local officials. 


The report showed the areas of most 


danger from violent crimes are shifting 
from inner cities to the suburbs and rur- 
al areas. Suburban crime was reported 
up 21 per cent, rural crime up 19 per 
cent. While major cities generally had 
smaller Increases, fewer reported de- 
creases than In prevous reports. Only 17 
major cities reported a decrease com- 
pared to 95 for the same period a year 
ago.

Possible plot to kill derides foiled 


NICOSIA (UPI) - Police surprised a 


carload of gunmen along the route Presi- 
dent Glafkos derides was scheduled to 
take home from his office Thursday 
night and chased them off after an ex- 
change of gunfire. 


A police spokesman said a patrol car 


was making a final check of derides' 
route five minutes before the president 
was due when it spotted a car "moving 
suspiciously along Grivas Dighcnis Ave- 
nue," near the president's office. 


When police approached the car, sev- 


eral men inside opened fire with pistols, 
then sped away. Police returned the fire 
and gave chase but lost the car several 
blocks away, the spokesman said. 


"This happened only five minutes from 


when Mr. Clerides was to pass enroute 
home from his office," he said. 


Security around Clerides has been in- 


creased in recent days following uncon- 
firmed reports of plans to assassinate 
liim. "The route from the office of the 
president to his house has been under 
constant check for the past few days fol- 
lowing these rumors," the police spokes- 
man said. 


However, police did not immediately 


indicate whether they believed the in- 
cident to be connected with the alleged 
plot. 


"It may be they were just supporters 


of ousted President Archbishop Mak- 
arios looking for a spot to put up pro- 
Makarios posters when the patrol car sur- 


prised them," a police source said. 


No one was injured in the incident 


which occurred at about 9:30 p.m. (3:30 
p.m. EOT) the spokesman said. 


Clerides earlier had been conferring in

Nixon asks excuse from testimony 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former Pros- 


Idcnt Richard M. Nixon formally asked 
Thursday to be excused from testifying 
In the Watergate cover-up trial, presum- 
ably because of his phlebitis attack. 


Meanwhile, a source sold another of 


his former aides, Richard A. Moore, had 
been named an unlndlctcd co-conspirator 
because of new evidence in the White 
Houso tapes. 


Former Assistant Attorney General 


Herbert J. Miller Jr., Nixon's lawyer, 
:iled scaled motions to quash both prose-' 
:utlon and defense subpoenas for Nixon's 
icsUmony. 


The motions were delivered to the 


closely guarded chambers where Judge 
John J. Sirica was interviewing prospec- 
tive jurors for the trial of five former 
Nixon aides. 


Sirica announced minutes later the 


documents "will be filed under seal until 
the court has had an opportunity to re- 
view them thoroughly," and also an- 
nounced that the process of questioning 
jurors In closed court would be speeded 
up. 


By tho time the court session ended at 


4:17 p.m. CDT, Sirica had accepted five 
prospective jurors and cxccuscd five oth- 


ers . Sirica will resume his interviews 
when court reconvenes Friday morning. 


Moore, 60, a benign and fatherly-look- 


ing figure who testified haltingly during 
the 1973 Senate Watergate hearings last 
summer, was Nixon's special counsel. 
But he had stayed on at the White House 
until his resignation Wednesday. 


Both ho and Miller, who also represents 


him, said Moore had not yet been named 
and that he had not been subpoenaed as a 
witness In the trial. 


Meanwhile, the Senate voted to ask 


President Ford to make public the 
"fruits" of tho Watergate investigation, 


but turned down a Republican effort to 
make a related requirement apply to 
congressmen as well. 


A non-b'inding resolution requesting 


full publication of tho results of the Wa- 
tergate inquiry was approved on a voice 
vote. 


But when the Senate turned to a bill 


which would require Nixon to turn over to 
the government all his tapes and docu- 
ments, Assistant Republican Leader Rob- 
ert Griffin of Michigan proposed an 
amendment demanding the same of all 
members of Congress and future presi- 
dents. It was defeated.

"Any discussion of the income tax is 


Holzer urges major judicial 
selection process revision 


A major revision of Cook County's judi- 


cial selection process was proposed 
Thursday by Circuit Court Judge Regi- 
nald J. Holier. 


"The judicial process is too important 


to be oversimplified by simple merit se- 
lection of judges," Holzer said in a 
speech before the North Suburban Bar 
Assn. In Skoklo. 


Holzer said he Is "increasingly aware 


of public confusion" about retention and 
election of judges Nov. 5 and that his six- 
point program will Improve the judicial 
selection process. About 118 candidates 
arc seeking election or retention to court 
posts this year. 


HOLZETt, A republican from Lincoln- 


wood, was elected to the Circuit Court In 
1966 and is seeking one of the three Illi- 
nois Appellate Court vacancies. 


The judicial election changes Include: 
• Election of judges for life terms. The 


proposal, modeled after similar guide- 
lines In federal courts, would allow re- 
tirement for half salary after 10 years 
and retirement for full salary after 20 
years. Age of forced retirement would be 
75. 


• Division of the county into three judi- 


cial election districts. Voters would 
choose from 16 candidates for 8 positions 
and would be better informed about can- 
didates qualifications. 


• Election from nonpartlsan ballots. 


Candidates would bo "indebted to no one 
and would be required to file nominating 
petitions." 


• Voting in off-election years so judi- 


cial candidates "will not be submerged 
In the avalanche of partisan elections." 


• 
Limiting campaign expenses to 


$3,000 In contested primary elections and 


premature," Hansen said. Any income 
tax. proposal must pass the commission's 
revenue committee, the commission and 
the county board before approval of the 
concept Is requested from the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


Abut, Hansen said that the Idea behind 


a county income tax is "reduce the prop- 
erty tax." 


THE GOP COUNTY board candidates 


are expected to contend that a 10 to 20 
per cent roil estate tax coupled with a 
one to 1.2S per cent income tax would 
increase tho tax burden of most subur- 
banites.

Higher education pays off 


in more ways than one

Two recent studies suggest 


that young people may be mak- 
ing a'mistake in bypassing their 
opportunity for a college educa- 
tion. 


The economic advantage of 


college preparation is High- 
lighted in studies recently pub- 
lished by the Bureau of the 
Census on tho average lifetime 
income of men by years of 
school completed. The data in- 
dicated that an average ele- 
mentary school graduate in 
1972 could anticipate an income 
of approximately $344,000 from 
18 to death. A high school grad- 
uate could expect $479,000, a 
college graduate $711,000, and 
a person with one or more years 
of graduate study $824,000. 


Thus, a college graduate can 


figure to make twice as much in 
a lifetime of work as the etc- 
mentarv school dropout and 
one and one-half times as much 
as the high schooler who ceases 
his studies after graduation. 


The Census 
Bureau 
also 


notes that the spread between 
incomes at various educational 
levels has increased in recent 
years. Between 1967 and 1972, 
for example, the average in- 
come for a male elementary 
school graduate 25 years of age 
or over rose from approximate- 
ly $5,200 to $6,800, an increase 
of 81,600, whereas a high school 
graduate's income rose from 
$7,600 to $10,400, a gain of 
$2,800, and a college grad's in- 
come grew from $11,200 to 
$15.300, a gain of $4,100. 


More important than the 


economic benefit, according to 
a new report by the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion, is the payoff in personal 
values for the person who at- 
tends college. A study titled 
What Else? The Correlates and 
Consequences'of a College Educa- 
tion points out that the most 
important benefits are to be 
found in personal happiness,, 
health, and esthetic values. 


The report found that per- 


sons who have gone to college 
tend to be: 


— more satisified with their 


jobs, less subject to unemploy- 
ment; 


— more informed about com- 


munity, national, and world af- 
fairs; 


— more tolerant in their atti- 


tudes toward others; 


— more deliberate in their 


consumer expenditures; 


— more introspective and 


concerned about personal rela- 
tionships; 


— more active in community 


affairs; and 


— more apt to have a sense 


of well being. 


The report noted that, in 


general, the benefits of going to 
college increase with each year 
attended and that "the impact 
accumu}ates over generations." 


Considering 
college costs 


these days, many parents are 
going along with the increasing 
tendency of sons and daughters 
to turn off notions of college. In 
view of these two recent stud- 
ies, it may not be the wisest 
thing for them to do.

AD systems go as Apollo II lands safely - in Elk Grove Village parking lot 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Apollo It's command modulo touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But Iho event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men were not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Texans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsulq from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which had been shot into space In several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights it had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ule, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-ncre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Claes said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ulo and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use In a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 


/ Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 


was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Tri-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hageh, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there hi space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for Its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

Linked to 3 fires 
Arlington Hts. boy, 16, charged with arson

A 16-year-old Arlington Heights boy 


was charged Wednesday night by police 
with arson in connection with three ma- 
jor fires in the village dating back to 
April 1873. 


The youth, whoso namo was not re- 


leased by police, was charged with the 
April 29, 1073 fire at the Drydon Apart- 
ment Complex, South Dryden Place at 
Kensington Road; the Jan. 21, 1974 fire 
in another building in the same complex 
and the April IB, 1974 fire that gutted a 
barn at Arlington Park race track. 


Police and fire department in- 


vestigators said they have reason to be- 
Ucvo the youth was responsible for at 
least three other fires. The other fires 
linked to the youth include two trash 
fires at the Dryden Apartments on Jan. 


20,1974 and a rubbish fire Sept. 21,1974 
at the Arlington Glass Co., 19 N. Hick- 
ory. 


"WE FEEL THESE calls arc definite- 


ly related to the subject," said Capt. 
Donald Hirth, of tho fire department. 


LT. PAUL BUCKIIOLZ, head of the po- 


lice youth division, sold "Wo don't know 
exactly how many fires there were. But 
there were many, many," adding most of 
these other fires were small nuisance 
fires. 


Tho boy acted alone in setting the 


fires, Buckholz said. Ho described the 
youth as a "loner." 


Tho suspect was taken to tho Audy 


Homo in Chicago early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The arrest was made after the youth 


sought out Dct. Rodney Kath of the youth 


division, as the policeman was leaving 
the station Wednesday afternoon. 


The youth stopped Kath in the parking 


lot saying there was something he want- 
ed to "talk over," Buckholz said. He re- 
portedly admitted setting the fires to 
Kath. 


Buckholz credited Kath and tho rap- 


port ho had developed with the youth as 
the key point in breaking the case. The 
youth had been one of hundreds ques- 
tioned by the police in their 18-month in- 
vestigalon of the series of fires, he said.

County should seek 


interest on all funds 


There's no excuse for any gov- 


ernment to Ignore available reve- 
nue — but that is, in effect, what 
Country Treasurer Bernard Korzcn 
has clone, and it can't help but hurt 
the taxpayers of Cook County. 


Earlier this week it was revealed 


(hat Korzcn's office had placed be- 
tween $10 million and $30 million in 
tax monies in non-interest bearing 
accounts. The result's been that 
the funds have not earned one ad- 
ditional cent to help run the county 
— and thus possibly help to reduce 
our tax burden. 


The rationale for such a move, 


according to Korzcn, is that he'd 
be breaking the law if he invested 
the county's condemnation and 
probate funds in interest-bearing 
accounts. 


However, a recently written law 


mandates the investment of such 
money in interest-producing ac- 
counts. Several other counties, op- 
crating under that law, have in- 
vested funds, and one of them is 
facing a court challenge. 


Korzcn's office should be follow- 


ing the lead of these counties in 
producing interest revenue. If a le- 
gal challenge is made, the interest 
could be placed in escrow until the 
question is resolved. 


The whole matter smacks of 


cronyism, for the fact that a bank 
doesn't have to provide interest on 
county funds means that the bank 
isn't going to "lose" money by pay- 
ing interest. It'll have the money 
free for loans, and it will make a 
windfall profit. It's the way it's 
been done in Cook County in the 
past, and this week's revelations 
arc nothing more than the contin- 
uation of an old pattern of political- 
ly connected banks ripping off tax- 
payers.

WASHINGTON - It appears the 


American grocery consumer may not 
have Earl Butz to kick around much 
longer. Word from sources in the ad- 
ministration is that the controversial 
federal food fumblcr is likely to be 
replaced soon as Agriculture secre- 
tary. Specifically, "he should be out 
by the New Year." 


The departure, If mercy and Ger- 


ald Ford do indeed will it, should re- 
store joy to the aisles of the super- 
markets and hope to the hogpens of 
the land. The policies of this man — 
"Butz Bungles," as they arc called 
by his own lieutenants — have 
played a fertilizing part in elevating 
many common foodstuffs to the cost 
equivalents of precious metals. He 
will bo remembered as the man who 
added beef to the list of items one 
must purchase on the time-payment 
plan. 


Recollections of his public service 


water the eyes. In 1972, as a Senate 
investigation committee later deter- 
mined, Butz fiddled idly while the 
Russians raided the nation's grain 
silos of some 700 million bushels. At 
the time Butz called the theft "the 
greatest transaction of its kind in 
world history." For the Russians yes. 
For Americans it amounted to a de- 
struction of national food supply 
structures, a waste of as much as 
$300 million in taxpayer funds and 
the fueling of grocery bill inflation 
which continues to this day. 


The secretary has never admitted 


erring on the wheat sale, naturally. 
His tactic slnco has been to blame 
higher prices on consumers. When 
checkout stand conditions became 
so gloomy last year that desperate 
housewives staged a national boy- 
cott, Butz called the women "stupid" 
and "crazed" and said they were up- 
sotting delicate forces of economic 
realities In the farm Industry. Ills 
clumsiness with tho ladles resulted 


not only in his loss of plausibility 
with civilians but with his own civil 
servants as well. During the boycott, 
one Agriculture staffer wrote Butz 
that "the absurdities of your rule

have brought shame and denigration 
to our entire department." 


The shame has not since evapo- 


rated. There is no less credible organ 


of government today than this giant 
countrified bureaucracy. At Butz's 
direction it has misled the nation so 
often (in 1073, Agriculture predicted 
a G per cent food rise; it turned out 
to be 14%), one petition has recom- 
mended "it be ground up, incuding 
the staff, and thrown out in the fields 
with the rest of the manure." 


But weak as Butz's past leadership 


has been, his present statesmanship 
in a food worried world Is even more 
disconcerting. While many starve in 
the sub-Sahara and Indians wait at 
the brink of drought disaster, Butz 
glibly brushes caution aside to as- 
sure one and all, the fed and the un- 
fed, "there is no reason to panic." 


It must bo reassuring for that 


large portion of mankind that is per- 
petually hungry to hear that the U.S. 
Agriculture secretary Is optimistic. 
"There will be no mass starvation," 
says Earl Butz, this at a time, woe- 
fully, when mothers in Africa watch 
their babies bloat up, turn orange 
and quietly die for lack of a few 
lousy ounces of grain. 


There are those who insist that all 


these "Butz Bungles," whether for- 
eign or domestic, have been rooted 
simply in overoptiraism, thus the 
secretary has been guilty mainly of 
trying, albeit awkwardly, to spread 
sunshine in Iowa and in Africa. This 
assessment is charity in the extreme. 
When it comes to food availability 
and planning, particularly in a world 
that grows by 75-million mouths a 
year, leadership must for the sake of 
humanity err only on the side of 
alarm. 


This is why tho expected exit of 


Earl Butz Is so welcome. The fellow 
has obtuse checrlness. Food is not 
something for Pollyanna play, it is a 
subject for grim realists. People who 
smile at the Agriculture Department 
these days probably just don't under- 
stand the situation.

Tully's campaign is rolling in money. 
Tully is just railing in friends. Any candi- 
date about to become assessor of Cook 
County has many friends — real estate 
agents, owners of property, persons seek- 
ing cushy political jobs who surface ev- 
ery four years to push whatever Demo- 
crat is running for assessor into office. 


Let nothing suggest that real estate 


agents, rich land owners and political 
hacks are contributing to Tully's cam- 
paign. No one, except for a few party 
insiders, knows who is financing the Tul- 
ly operation. 


Tully once talked about revealing a list 


of his campaign contributors, but he's 
hard to find now, and his list of backers 
is in a never-never land somewhere. 


In many ways, Tully is following the 


footsteps of his political sponsor, current 
assessor Parky Cullerton. Cullerton also 
never wasted time campaigning in the 
Northwest suburbs and he watched on 
election nights as the Machine poured 
out a steady vote, which led to victory.

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College required for teacher aides

The volunteer mother who holds up 


flash cards for first graders and the 
teacher's aide who is paid to help a 
teacher with her class now need to 
be approved for their work by the 
state. 


A regulation went Into effect July 1 


from the Illinois Teacher Certifica- 
tion Board requiring teacher aides, 
whether paid or volunteer, to be ap- 
proved by the state before being 
allowed to work with children. To 
qualify for approval, n person must 
have at least 30 hours of college 
credit in any field. 


Local school officials said this 


week that the requirement has not 
cut down on the number of teacher 
aides available, but has eliminated 
some people who might otherwise 
work with children. 


The requirement that teacher aides 


have 30 hours of college credit has 
been in effect since 1967, said Sue 
Bentz, assistant superintendent for 
professional relations and . services 
for State Schools Supt. Michael Bak- 
alis. However, she said, "People as- 
sumed that a title or salary deter- 
mined whether the rule applied." 


THE REQUIREMENT for state 


approval for volunteer and paid 
aides, Mrs. Bentz said, provides a 
way to enforce the 30-hour rule. Only 
aides who "assist with instruction" 
must meet the requirement, she said. 
People who stack library books or do 
clerical work arc exempt from the 
requirement. 


Mrs. Bentz also said the require- 


ment probably also does not apply to 
cases where students tutor each oth- 
er. "Each case has to be looked at 
individually," she said. "Districts 
have to bo very careful in tlicir judg- 
ment on a studcnt-to-student basis." 


In order to get the proper approv- 


al, a person must send an application 
to the county school superintendent 
which is then forwarded to the state 
superintendent's office, she said. 
Since July 1, the state has issued 
statements of approval to 3,000 per- 
sons, she said. 


Several local school officials said 


they have little trouble 
finding 


enough qualified aides, but said they 
arc reassigning volunteers to clerical 
jobs if they do not qualify. 


"We had a gal who though she had 


the 30 hours who was working in our 
learning center," said James Hall, 
principal of Ridge School in Arling- 


ton Heights. "When they looked at 
her transcript she came up with 28 
hours so we moved her Into a cleri- 
cal job and I've been looking around 
for something she can take to pick 
up those two hours." 


JOHN BARGER, associate super- 


intendent in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21, said the district has had no 
problems getting paid aides, al- 
though "we've had some people who 
would have been effective who can't 
qualify." He said the district has not 
generally been enforcing the 30-hour 
requirement for volunteers; but ad- 
ded, "The volunteers don't work with 
the kids in the same way the paid 
aides do." 


Supt. Frank Whiteley of Palatine- 


Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 said his 
district has about 80 paid aides and 
an undetermined number of volun- 
teers. He said the requirement for 
volunteers "will present a problem 
because we have a number of people 
who come into the school just be- 
cause they like to — it's apparent 
that they won't be able to work in the 
instructional area." 


Barger said lie docs not think the 


requirement is "unduly harsh," but 
Whiteley and Hall both said they dis- 
agree with it. Whiteley said, "The 30 
hours can be in anything and It may 
not be connected in any way with 
education. I would question whether 
this really does help qualifications. I 
don't understand the reason for it at 
all." 


"I think it's especially unfair with 


elderly people who've had a fantastic 
life experience and who we'd like to 
have work with kids." Hall said. "I 
think it's unfair for that kind of per- 
son to be held to the letter of the rule 
just because they have a life experi- 
ence that doesn't include 30 hours of 
college." 


MRS. BENTZ said the 30-hour rule 


originally was designed in 1967 with 
the idea that "whenever you assist 
with instruction, you should have 
some sort of expertise. The intent 
was to acquire some post-secondary 
education." 


She said, however, that the state 


does not want to completely elimi- 
nate volunteers who do not have col- 
lege training. "There are lots of 
things they can do in noninstruction- 
al areas," she said. She said the 
state has an advisory committee 
working to define the role of volun- 
teers in the schools.

IKK AND SAM: An amendment to prevent special funding 


for Elsenhower College, Seneca Falls, N.Y.. and the Sam 
iiayburn Library. Bonham, Tex., rejected 169 to 10G. 


The vote left intact a proposal to subsidize both institutions 


with money raised from the sale of Elsenhower com- 
memorative silver dollars. Up to $10 million of such sales will 
be diverted by the U.S. Treasury to the college, which in turn 
will pass through 10 per cent of the $10 million to the Rayburn 
Library. 


Supporters of the amendment called the legislation a spe- 


cial favor for the college and library, arguing that neither 
was established by Congress as a memorial for the former 
national leaders.

Opponents said the funding Is fair to taxpayers because the 


$10 million comes from tho sale of Eisenhower coins rather 
than from general tax revenues.

Help for tic douloureux 


I am a victim of tic douloureux and have been for several 


years. I have hail several alcohol Injections which only last a 
short time or a month or two. I have suffered Intense pain at 
times. I have also read about carbamazcplne. Would It work? 
Also, how serious Is It to have the nerve cut? That Is the next 
step for me, and I dread It. I know imrgcry has to go Into the 
skull to have It done. 


Tic douloureux sends sharp stabbing pain into the jaw. I . 


don't have to tell you that it Is excruciating pain, one of the 
wont experienced by man. The problem has been known for 
2,000 yean at least. 


The pain follows (he distribution of fibers from the same 


nerve that comes out of the brain and supplies the jaw mus- 
cles, the trlficmlnnl nerve. Tills is why it Is called trlgcmlnal 
neuralgia. The alcohol Injections are used to deaden the 
nerve. But, you arc right, they often don't last very long. 
Carbamazoplnc and some other medicines have been used 
with varied success. In the long run they often don't work. 


Surgery Is done and the nerve cut. The problem Is that this 


may affect the muscles to the jaw and face. However, there 
LJ a relatively new technique that may bo useful to many 
people with your problem. It Is called clcctrocoagulation. Ac- 
tually, it was first tried "in Germany, in 1931. Using an elec- 
trical needle, heat was Introduced to the nerve and in this 
way nerve fibers were destroyed. The problem was that the 
original technique, like surgery, destroyed more than just the 
pain fibers. 


DR. JOHN M. TEW JR. of the University of Cincinnati 


College of Medicine and Dr. William Sweet of Harvard devel- 
oped a technique to destroy only the pain fibers. 


Here's how It is done. The needle Is inserted Into the nerve 


fibers, usually under the cheekbone. A small current is in- 
troduced through the nerve and if the needle Is in a nerve 
fiber the pain will be reproduced. The larger current is then. 
Introduced directly into that nerve fiber. If the small current 
affects the facial muscles the doctor knows the large current 
will cause problems and tries again to find the right fiber 
within the bundle of nerve fibers. 


The pain fibers do not have a good sheath around them and 


arc more easily destroyed than the fibers for sense of touch 
and movement of muscles. The pain fibers literally arc not as 
well Insulated. 


THUS FAR the results from this technique have been quite 


good, particularly for a problem that has not been successful- 
ly treated for about 2,000 year. Dr. Tew claims success in 95 
per cent of cases treated to date. And, the procedure can be 
done in patients who have fairly poor health with a minimal 
amount of problems. There is no need for surgery or going 
inside the skull. 


The one big drawback to date is that it is new and not 


many doctors arc trained or equipped to use this procedure. 
That, however, Is bound to change when a good solution is at 
hand to provide meaningful relief to an age-old malady.

Medics experiment with derivative 


may keep cancer patients going 


by PRESTON McGRAW 


DALLAS (UPI) — The man was only 


23 or 24 and when he learned he had 
cancer in its most advanced stages and 
that death was certain he gave up. Un- 
der heavy sedation to ease pain, he was 
withdrawn and hardly talked. 


Dr. Joscl Butler and Dr. William Re- 


gelson gave the young man Delta 9THC, 
the substance in marijuana that is be- 
lieved to give users their "highs." Al- 
most Immediately his attitude changed. 


"Ho talked at great lengths to the girls 


who worked In the clinic," Butler said. 
"Ho talked about the problems he had. 
He talked about things of mutual inter- 
est. 


"Ho understood his plight in some 


ways and In a kind of good faith, he ac- 
cepted it. When his brother arrived from 
overseas, they talked and had a good 
time. This lasted for several weeks. 


"We arc not sure we prolonged his life. 


But without question the Delta 9 was of 
great benefit to him." 


BUTLER AND Rcgclson began their 


study of Delta 9 more than a year ago 
with 60 advanced cancer In-patients in 
the Medical College of Virginia in Rich- 
mond. 


They followed the Initial study with a 


Phase II study of more than 200 cancer 
out-patients. Butler, a Ph.D., moved to 
Texas six months ago to become chair- 
man of the psychology department of 
North Texas State University at Denton. 


Rcgclson, a medical doctor, is contin- 


uing the study in Richmond and Butler 
flics back and fortli to take part in it. 
Butler said they plan to continue the 
study at least through a second year and 
compare Delta 9 with other drugs for 
pain-killing effects. 


BUTLER AND Rcgclson arc not sure 


whether Delta 9 actually relieves pain. 


"And we arc not suggesting that Delta 


9 retards the growth of cancer," Butler 
slad, "There is an animal experiment in 
progress that may determine that. 


"What Delta 9 docs seem to do is alle- 


viate depression, anxiety, nausea and 
lack of appetite. It serves as a tonic, an 
antklcprcssant without debilitating side 
effects. It doesn't sedate a person. 


"Nor docs it cause him any mental 


problems, like dissociation or halluci- 
nation. 


"If we gave overwhelming doses it 


might. What we do is put it on a pre- 
scribed basis, three or four times a 
day." 


BUTLER AND REGELSON started 


their research to see what general effect 
it has on adults, since it Is so widely used 
these days. 


The chose terminal cancer patients for 


the research because there would be no 
question about addiction and cancer 
patients were an easily controled group. 


Butler and Rcgclson have .found no 


sign that'marijuana is addictive. Butler 
said a dose lasts about four hours. 


> 


A FIRM IN BOSTON makes Delta 9 


from marijuana plants. The Federal 
Drug Administration gets it from the 
manufacturer and turn it over to Butler 
and Regelson, who administer it in a se- 
same oil capsule. 


One problem they have found is that 


cancer 'patients respond so well to pla- 
cebos — "sugar pills" with no medical 
value. Those who get placebos say there 
is a reduction in pain, but Butler and 
Regelson know there actually is not. 


Placebos do not increase a cancer 


patient's appetite so the researchers 
have more concrete evidence that Delta 
9 does. 


,0ne group of patients taking placebos 


lost 20 to 30 pounds a week, actually 
nearing starvation. A group taking Delta 
9 gained three pounds a patient during 
the test. 


Butler said that Delta 9, in the sense 


that it encourages a cancer patient to 
eat, prolongs his life.

Presbyterian answer to iood crisis 


Hunger Is rapidly taking Its place as a 


lop-priority Item on the agenda of many 
churches. 


Tho African drought, the specter of 


mass starvation In India and Bangladesh 
and reports that food supplies from tho 
United States are less available to feed 
the world's hungry all have combined to 
make tho Issue n dramatic and com- 
pelling one. 


As usual, most of tho effort is centered 


on programs and task forces within de- 
nominations' or agencies' bureaucracy. 
Tho old problem of how to moke tho laity 
more sensitive seems unsolvablc. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN Church in the 


United States, however, which has had a 
Task Force on World Hunger for several 
years, has come up with nn idea that 
could move tho fight against hunger out 
of tho bureaucracies and into tho pro- 
grams of local churches. 


It Is a simple Idea — the use of pledge 


cards distributed in grassroots churches 
through which Individuals promise to do 
certain things to combat the hunger 
problem. 


The task force picked Sept. 22-39, the 


week the United States was to observe ns 
National Week of Concern for World 
Hunger, as tho time to emphasize the 
pledge commitments. At this point, it is 
too early to tell whether or not local con- 
gregations picked up on tho Idea. But If 
they didn't, they should have. 


MOST OF THE four-part promise the 


pledge card contains Is simple and 
straightforward, the kind of thing any 
program planner would come up with. 


For example, each signer promises lo 


"keep Informed about problems of do- 
mestic and world hunger and commu- 
nicate convictions to political leaders and 
friends." 


In addition, the signer promises to con- 


tribute 2 per cent of his or her annual 
Income, or a specific dollar amount to 
tho church or other hunger-fighting or- 
ganization. 


THE KICKEB that lifts the Presby- 


terian effort above the standard kind of 
program, however, Is that each signer of 
the pledge card promises to forego meat 
from his diet one day n week. 


By moving the program away from 


simple educational and financial goals, 
worthy as they may be, the Task Force 
with this pledge Involves people in a 
simple but dramatic exercise that not 
only has n highly symbolic content but 
could, food experts say, even have a sig- 
nificant Impact on the food situation. 


Lester Brown, of the Overseas Devel- 


opment Council, has estimated that if all 


• Americans substituted grains and vege- 


table protein for one-third of their moat 
consumption, there could be a net saving 
of .10 million to 33 million tons of grain. 
Tills is because it takes about seven 
times as much feed grain going to ani- 
mals to produce the equivalent amount 
of protein 
from 
direct grain 
con- 


sumption. 


By cutting out meat one day a week, 


Presbyterian hunger crusaders not only 
have found a practical way Individuals 
can help but it also reminds them, each 
week at mealtime, of the ongoing food 
crisis.

Easing of martial law urged 
Marcos, church hierarchy 
heading for a major clash 


MANILA (UPI) - Tho martial law 


government of President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos and the Roman Catholic Church 
In the Philippines appear to be on a colli- 
sion course. 


Both tho government and the church 


hierarchy evidently still hope to avert a 
head-on clash, from which neither is like- 
ly to cmcrgo unscathed In this Island na- 
tion where about 83 per cent of the 40 
million population Is Catholic. 


Whether a battle can bo averted may 


depend on how Marcos responds to an 
expected request from tho Catholic bish- 
ops conference to case tho martial law 
restrictions ho Imposed on Sept. 21,1072. 


Since then many liberal young priests, 


some of whom have been jailed for oppo- 
sition to tho government, have urged the 
church leadership lo challenge the Mar- 
cos regime.

In Grand Rapids, Mich., Dr. Duncan 


Llttlefair, Buchen's pastor at the Foun- 
tain Street (nondenomlnattonnl) church, 
was quoted by the New York Post in de- 
scribing Buchcn as: 


"One of the most influential members 


in the church's philosophical search for 
worldwide humanism ... he could sit 
down with any Ph.D. and deal with him 
on his own level on morality, politics, 
religion and social concerns." 


Other parishioners agree with this as- 


sessment of Buchen's philosophical and 
theological prowess. 


But Buchcn, despite these credentials, 


snid, "I wish I were a better student of 
the ethics for morality of mercy" when 
he was asked during a press conference 
about tho morality of Ford's pardoning 
of Nixon. 


"I don't think an act of mercy can ever 


bo untimely," replied Buchen, when 
asked about the fact that Ford — only 
ten days earlier — told the press confer- 
ence that just such a pardon would be 
"unwise and untimely." (Earlier, when 
Ford was a nominee for Vice President, 
lie told the Senate when asked about 
such a Nixon pardon: "I don't think the 
public would stand for it.") 


I ASKED BUCHEN. "Was the Presi- 


dent NOT merciful 10 days ago when he 
said this was untimely? Was the Presi- 
dent lacking in mercy when he told the 
committee that the American people 
wouldn't stand for it? What caused him 
to be so suddenly merciful?" 


"I wish you could come up here and 


explain the theory of mercy, Bucher 
said." You can probably do a much bet- 
ter job than I can." He added that he 
didn't believe that Ford knew he could 
pardon-in-advance until after his first 
Presidential press conference. 


Had Buchen's "wish" been more than 


apparently rhetorical, there might well 
have ensued a discussion of such consid- 
erations as: 


• Jesus' parable of the servant who 


was forgiven a great debt — who 
promptly had thrown Into debtor's prison 
a neighbor who owed him a far smaller 
amount (St. Matthew, Chapter IB) — 
plus "Blessed are the merciful, for they 
shall obtain mercy" — these In the light 
of repeated and rigid Nixon refusals to 
consider amnesty for draft dodgers and 
deserters. 


• The Hebrew Ideal of justice, which 


motivated a young woman in Nazareth to 
rejoice: "He hath put down the mighty 
from their seat and hath exalted the 
humble and meek" — this in light of co- 
conspirator Nixon on his San Clemente 
estate (with $850,000 from the Treasury 
during 1975 proposed by Ford) while Wa- 
tergate burglars and others are in or 
scheduled for prison. 


• Has Nixon yet illustrated the almost 


universal religious virtue of repentance 
and acknowledgment of guilt? Under- 
standably, President Ford did not claim 
to be extending mercy to a sick man. 
Only days earlier, Nixon's son-in-law Da- 
vid Eisenhower announced to the, press 
that his father-in-law is "a great natural 
resource" who should be "In the Sen- 
ate."

priests arc inclined to nvolcl such a con- 
frontation. Some of them openly approve 
of the government Marcos calls the "new 
society." 


THE EVENT that may have spurred 


the bishops into action was the helicopter 
raid on the Sacred Heart novitiate at 
Novallchcs, 12 miles north of Manila, in 
late August. One priest and 20 college 
students were taken to Camp Crane, 
where thousands of alleged subversives 
have been jailed. 


Marcos subsequently met with church 


leaders and told them of the dangers of 
subversion. But he also banned arbitrary 
raids on religious Institutions and or- 
dered the release of the priest and 13 
others arrested at the novltaitc. The sev- 
en others arc presumably still being 
held. 


By the time Marcos had acted, how- 


ever, Archbishop Jaime L. Sin of Manila 
had called for a "vigil of prayer' to seek 
justice for those detained under martial 
law. 


Around 5,000 persons attended the ser- 


vice, which provided the first public 
show of opposition to the government 
since the Imposition of martial law. 


Sin, who previously had not criticized 


the government, protested the raid, say- 
Ing, "We believe in tho principle of sepa- 
ration of church and state." He also dis- 
puted tho version published in the gov- 
ernment-controlled press. 


Many priests in the Philippines, both 


foreign and Filipino, were pleased that 
the archbishop had taken a public stand.

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Natives take big step from bush into 20th Century 


by LeBOY POPE 


NEW YORK - At Luramua Co., 


Bloomflctd, N. J., machinery manufac- 
turer and construction firm, they call it 
"The miracle of Mombasa," a gratifying 
refutation of the ugly American theme. 


It'i a story of how Lummus, a sub- 


sidiary of Combustion Engineering, Inc., 
Stamford, Conn., taught African workers 
much of the work In expanding a refine- 
ry at Mombasa, Kenya, to make it one of 
the biggest In Africa. 


The job is finished, leaving the Kenyan 


government with a pool of trained Afri- 
can workers, Including 200 skilled wel- 
ders and pipefitters, for work on 20 other 
projects. The Japanese Toyota company 
is planning an automobile assembly 
plant in Kenya and a pipeline will be 
built from the Mombasa refinery to Nair- 
obi. 


Nearly all the 200 welders and pipefit- 


ters trained wore from the bush country. 
Most never had done a day's work for 
pay. They were illiterate and had not

dreamed of ever having a steady job. 
They couldn't vote because they couldn't 
pay the poll tax. Most couldn't even af- 
ford to marry. Now all 200 have been 
jolted into the 10th Century and their 
whole outlook on life changed. 


BUT THE MIRACLE of Mombasa has 


been magical for Lummus too; it saved 
the New Jersey company huge amounts 
of money and time on the job.-Lummus 
first considered the usual practice of 
shipping European or American welders 
and pipefitters to Kenya at high pay. 
Then it was decided to train Kenyans. A 
plan was worked out between the com- 
pany and the faculty of Mombasa Poly- 
technic Institute, which agreed to select 


the trainees and provide some of the fa- 
cilities. v 


It was expected if one out of three Ken- 


yans from the bush finished the training 
and became a satisfactory worker, the 
project would be a success. The budgeted 
cost of the training course was $1,700 per 
worker. 
• 
. 


The results were astounding. Only two 


of the 200 trainees failed and the actual 
cost of training was only $700 per work- 
er. 


MOMBASA IS JUST south of thf equa- 


tor on the Indian Ocean. It's a climate 
where'any physical work is quite an ef- 
fort and to put on a welding mask, stand 
next to the fire of a torch for hours and 


produce 50 inches of welds a day is a 
great triumph of the will. But the Ken- 
yans did it for nine hours a day and six 
and a half days a week. 


Two British welders, George Robinson 


and Don McPherson, did most of the in- 
structing. At first they said the program 
to make the Africans skilled welders in 
only 17 weeks was "bloody ridiculous," 
but soon ;they too were infected by the 
enthusiasm of the Africans. 


A German shopmanager at the Mom- 


basa refinery was impressed by the pro- 
gram. He said the Kenyan welders' work 
was as good and more uniform than that 
of the average European welder. 


Daniel Motuka Saiba, a 20 year old 


from a highland village, learned pipefitt- 
ing in the Lummus course and landed a 
permanent job in the refinery. He sends 
money to his father who farms a small 
tract of corn and beans. Daniel has been 
recommended for admission to a govern- 
ment school in Nairobi to be trained as a 
teacher.

Research key to future foundries 


The inflation squeeze and material 


shortages are pressuring the metal- 
casting Industry to turn out better prod- 
ucts than In the past. 


Technology will bo the saving grace of 


the Industry, according to Ashley B. Son- 
nctt, executive vice president of the 
American Foundrymcn's Society In Des 
Plaincs. Ho views the educational and 
technical services funnctcd through the 
society's International headquarters, Golf 
and Wolf roads In DCS Plnlncs as criti- 
cally important to the Industry. 


The success of the Industry In over- 


coming its problems will bo reflected in 
the cost of many products purchased by 
the consumer. Although the industry suf- 
fers from n lack of visibility, It's basic to 
our modern lifestyle. 


Everything from a frying pan to the 


125-ton housing for a hydroelectric plant 
to the inlay for a human tooth is fashion- 
ed from the products of the mctalcastlng 
industry. The metal casting process con- 
sists of pouring molten metal into a mold 
of the desired shape and size. On solidi- 
fication, the metal casting is removed 
from the mold. The casting is cleaned, 
machined or otherwise prepared for use. 


SENNETT SAID the industry is boom- 


ing as orders increase. That's good news 
to the foundries which turned out $13 bil- 
lion worth of castings in 1073. But the 
order backlogs and steep boosts In the 
cost of doing business are forcing a num- 
ber of foundries out of business each 
year, Scnnett oald. Teamed with mate- 
rial shortages, this dropout rate means 
order backlogs from months to years. 


"Our most critical problem is the lack 


of production of castings in this coun- 
try," Scnnett said. "There is a need for 
upgrading the education of personnel in 


our Industry. Increased productivity, bet- 
tor quality production and better working 
conditions all result from technology im- 
provement." 


Technology development has been ra- 


pid In the last five years as researchers 
turn out improvements In metallurgical 
processes, Scnnett added. He predicts 
that the shortage of small jobbers — 
shops which traditionally filled In the 
gaps in costings production — may con- 
tinue, and that specialized foundries will 
be the survivors of the current In- 
flationary shakcout. 


FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS for pol- 


lution control safety also eliminated 
many foundries in the last few years. 
"You have to have fantastic capital out- 
lays, say a quarter of a million dollars in 
nonproductive equipment on a plant that 
may not even be worth that much," Sen- 
nctt said. Research In tho environmental 
field is among tho major programs of the 
foundrymen's society. 


The shrinkage of companies In tho 


mctalcastlng business points out tho need 
for expanded technology research, Sen- 
nctt said. There arc some 4,200 foundries 
in the U.S. Although many of the plants 
arc Mom and Pop operations with fewer 
than 50 employes, the companies range 
in size up to General Motors. 


To meet this need, the APS is turning 


out a variety of services for some 15,000 
rate members In tho U.S., Mexico and 
Canada. Tho Cast Metals Institute, based 
In DCS Plaincs, presents technology, job 
enrichment, safety and environmental 
control seminars. Backup service for en- 
vironmental compliance, the publication 
of Modern Casting magazine and other 
publications, funding for research and. a 
technical library arc among the society's 
offerings. 


Auto execs agree: '75 
can only show gains

tomobile model year Is passing tin- 
mourncd into history. 


As tho last of tho 1074 models rolled off 


tho assembly lines, auto executives 
agreed It was a bad year and that 1075 
could only show improvement. 


But tho 1075 model year began with 


strikes that threatened to cut production 
and swell unemployment rolls. 


"We're not sorry to see tho 1074 model 


year fade Into history," General Mogors 
Corp. Chairman Richard C. Gcrstcnbcrg 
said. 


Provisional figures put 1074 production 


at no more than 5.65 million, down 25 per 
cent from tho record 7.53 million a year 
earlier. 


AS THE 1074 model year wound down, 


more than 15,000 American Motors Corp. 
workers wore idle because of a United 
Auto Workers strike that began Sept. 16. 


Ford Motor Co. and Chrysler Corp., 


their assembly lines disrupted by strikes 
at key part supplier plants, have an- 
nounced layoffs Involving 34,250 workers 
In Ontario, New Jersey, Kentucky and 
Michigan.

Invariably, West would open a club 


against South's three notrump. The Jack 
would be played from dummy. After it 
held the trick South would lead dummy's 
jack of diamonds and let it ride. West 
would be in with his king. If he meekly 
made the safe lead of the queen of clubs, 
South would romp home with the rest of 
the tricks for a top score. If he got 
brilliant and led a spade East could take 
two spades tricks to hold South to four 
notrump which would still be a mighty 
good score for North and South. 


When East sticks In a spade overcall, 


North.and South are dead. The best any of 
them can hope for is to play a diamond 
part score for plus 130. If they do wander 
in to three notrump, it will be no prob- 
lem at all for the defense to find a way 
to collect four spade tricks, one diamond 
trick and a whole bag full of match 
points.

Television troubles me. 
It troubles me because it can be so 


good. 


This is not an easy tiling for a news- 


paperman to admit, but it's true. 


There is this rivalry between the two 


mediums and it's not easy for the writing 
fraternity to admit that those upstarts 
from television haVe made such an im- 
pact on the public. 


Sure. It's easy to knock television. Ev- 


eryone ilocs It. I do it. You do It. Tho 
critics do It. All of this Is good and prop- 
er, but from the time I saw my first tele- 
vhlon picture, I have been In awe of the 
medium. 


Let mo be quick to point out that the 


printed word carries moro weight than 
the spoken word and that Is one thing 
that has to bug tho TV industry. 


Guys can talk on television and know 


they don't have a complete audience. On 
the other hand, tho written word has an 
Indelible quality to It. It is there to be 
read and reread. 


I have always felt that when you watch 


a newscast, tho commentator Is your edi- 
tor. You have to listen to what he wants 
to tell you and you have to be there when 
ho tells you. 


When you read a newspaper, you can 


bo tho editor. You can read what you 
want and when you want. 


However, television has had an Incred- 


ible Impact on the public, and I would bo. 
the first to admit that. It's had a pro- 
nounced Impact on me as a viewer of 
sports. This was demonstrated vividly 
last Saturday. 


Illinois played Washington State in 


Champaign Saturday, and the football 
game was regionally televised by ABC* 
TV. I also had two tickets. That was the 
dilemma. 


Should I sit In the easy choir and 


watch the game'on television or drive 
three hours to the campus? Decisions, 
decisions. 


In the past television would have won 


out because I get lazier with each pass- 
Ing year. It's an effort to get in the car 
and drive anywhere. 


This time tho car won out. I was anx- 


ious to see this Illinois team (nationally 
ranked, believe it or not) in person, and 
anyway there's something strangely won- 
derful about college football. 


The college game Is attractive because 


It Is so forgettable, yet so memorable. 
When a person Is still an undergraduate, 
the games all seem to blend Into one 
long, blurry drunk. 
Yet years later alumni stand around tall- 
gate picnic parties arguing whether It 
was Eddie Slobovnlk or Harley Crunch- 
mcistcr who forced the fumble on Illi- 
nois' 12-yaril-llnc that led to the touch- 
down that defeated Ohio State.

O s t e r m a n n plays one of those 


anonymous but vital positions, and those 
meat-and-potatoes blocks on running 
plays — tackle on end, guard on tackle, 
center on tackle or middle linebacker — 
are so difficult to isolate and analyze 
that the statisticians never have consid- 
ered devoting any effort to them.

I had never realized just how much I 


depended on the replay while watching 
football. There were so many occasions 
in the game Saturday that I would turn 
to the guy next to me and ask, "Did you 
see what happened?" He'd shake his 
head and ask the same question to the 
person next to him. Nobody could pin- 
point exactly what happened. 


There were so many key moments in 


this game that it was pathetic how des- 
perately I wanted to see some instant 
replays . . . great catches, fumbles, 
dazzling runs, smashing blocks. 


Speaking of smashing blocks, I must 


admit I did not get a good look at Steve 
Ostcrmann. I figured he must be doing a 
decent job because Washington State en- 
joyed an impressive offense charge and 
its line was firing out. 


When Steve trotted off the field, every- 


body would congratulate him by banging 
his helmet or shoulder pads. I knew he 
had to be doing the job, but I needed that 
Instant replay.

The televiewer has a chance to zerff in 


on the linemen. The receivers move put 
of the camera's range after the first few 
steps, but nowadays you don't mind any-: 

Your security is the instant re- 
play which will probably pick up any- 
thing dramatic that happens in the area. 


So you're left with the Choice — dls- ' 


ciplined watching of the line'or a casual 
look at the backfield actioni Sometimes a 
little mental discipline can pay heavy 
dividends.

I once talked to a writer who covered 


the Stanley Cup hockey playoffs, saw six 
games of Uie finals, and admitted he. 
would have seen' the action better at 
home. That's because he, saw each goal' 
one.time and one time.only. There were'' 
no instant replays in the press box. 


If you understand hockey,, you can 


sense sometimes when a goal is about to' 
be scored — or at least-when there is 
going to be pressure around the net. Oth- 
er times, though, the puck obviously is in 
and the light is on before you realize 
what has happened.

I have never covered a" United States 


Open Golf Tournament, for example, but 
I watch it on TV and feel I see as much 
as any of the guys who actually are there 
writing about the event.

The reason for the Intense Interest In 


other games becomes quite evident when 
the possibility of n three-way deadlock at 
the lop of the South standings looms as a 
contingency. 


Here's what tho coaches, who are more 


concerned about tho fate of their own 
team, view tho games: 


PROSPECT AT FOREST VIEW 


It's tho oldest rivalry In tho league and 


by tradition alone, it doesn't figure to be 
a tight, low-scoring contest. 


The statistics for 1074 seem to support 


this trend too, as two charter members 
of the Mid-Suburban League — Forest 
View and Prospect — prepare to do 
battle on the Falcon field this evening. 


In 10 previous faccoffs dating back to 


1063, (hero has been only one match 
where the Scoreboard was rattled for less 
than 30 total points. Over half the en- 
gagements produced slugfests of 40 
points or more and in 1971 there were 67 
socked out by both sides over a 48-min- 
ute span. 
( 
That 1D71 verdict, 40-18, was also the 


beginning of a victory string In the series 
that Forest View now hopes to extend to 
four In a row when they entertain coach 
Dnvc Kccfc and his Knights tonight. And 
It's a wish of which Kccfc Is painfully 
aware. 


"We're very concerned about a lot of 


things right now, not tho least of which is 
that this Is an awfully good football team 
we're going up against. They're unde- 
feated, scaring a lot of points, and have 
all the momentum that we've been lack- 
Ing over tho past couple of weeks." 


The facts for. '74 fall to detract from 


tho gloom over Prospect's prospects. 
Forest View goes into the game having, 
scored an average of better than 30 
points .over anyone else In the circuit. 
Prospect, meanwhile, has yielded more 
points than anyone clso in the South Divi- 
sion. 


"From our scouting reports," , Kccfe 


continued, "this Nell Schmidt might be 
tho best all-around athlete in the league 
and some people arc saying that (Jim) 
Pctran Is a better quarterback than tho 
one who broke our backs from Horsey. 
We're expecting quite a passing dis- 
play." 


Looking Inwardly, the Prospect pilot 


sees one euro for what has ailed his 
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squad and sent them down to defeat the 
last two weeks after starting off with 
back-to-back wins. "We've just got to cut 
down on mistakes. You can't possibly 
win with as many turnovers as we've 
committed the last two games." 


Perhaps the difference is that Forest 


View has been guilty of turnovers as 
well, but has survived by creating mis- 
takes by their opponents. 


"Our defense has done an exceptional 


job of giving our offense extra opportu- 
nities by forcing fumbles and inter- 
cepting," Falcon head coach Fred Lus- 
sow commented. 


Against Elk Grove last week, the icing 


on the cake was applied by defensive 
wizzard Jim Forssander who scooped up 
a fourth-quarter bobble and returned it 
for a score and an eventual 17-7 Forest 


View triumph. 


Although both the intense rivalry and 


emotion derived from an Elk Grove-For- 
•est Vlow clash would conceivably make 
the Falcons ripe for a letdown this week, 
Lussow discounted the theory. 


"We don't give our kids the chance to 


let down," he said. "Our coaches (Darryl 
Phillips who handles the defensive line, 
Joe Macarol who supervises the line- 
backers and secondary and Bob Hender- 
son who manages tho offensive line) 
keep the kids working hard and striving 
for Improvement, we can't afford to look 
ahead or let down." 


Lusspw Is most impressed with Pros- 


pect's size as one of the elements his 
smaller Falcons will have to contend 
with tonight. 


"They're (Prospect) a power team," 


he described. "They've got big backs and 
utilize their strength in the line. They're 
a good team inside and tough defensively 
up front."

"I suspect we'll see a little more pass-

Tole painting 


It58 a technique 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


"You don't have to be an artist to tolc 


paint," they kept telling me. "It's a tech- 
nique, rather than a talent — you only 
need the desire." 


Tole painting means, literally, painting 


on tin. But the craft has been broadened, 
In the past few years, to tola and decora- 
tive painting. It's done on anything from 
milk cans to bread boards. 


Muriel Mills, Instructor at The Web In 


Arlington Heights, calls It method paint- 
Ing — working from a pattern with vari- 
ous forms of brush strokes and shading 
techniques. It reminded me of Norwe- 
gian rosemollng. 


After o tour of The Web, a haven for 


arts and crafts buffs, I took my place at 
the work table with seven members of 
the advanced tolo painting class. 


AIRS. MILLS WAS busy In one corner, 


critiquing the past week's homework — 
"You could use a little more sunshine on 
the right side of your strawberry, a bit 
more green there, more shading here," 
she coached. I was sitting In the other 
corner wishing I had joined the begin- 
ning class. 


I grabbed a brush, with a trembling 


hand, and was ready for the day's lesson 
— grape and maple leaves. Mrs. Mills, 
perched at the front of the workroom on 
a high stool, demonstrated. Her hand 
was rock steady as she sculpted beautiful 
colors Into serrated edges on the five- 
fingered leaves. 


Then wo set to work, each with various 


degrees of expertise. Me at the bottom of 
the scale. Where do I start? What Is 
double loading? How do I hold the 
brush? Why docs my leaf look different 
from all the rest? 


WITH TIME. AND much Instruction, I 


' learned that double loading Is the secret 
of tole painting. "You spend more time 
loading your brush than actually paint- 
Ing," Mrs. Mills confided. The technique 
of double loading involves putting two 
colors of oil paint on the brush at the 
same time, thereby producing a shaded 
effect on the finished stroke. 


Second lesson according to Muriel 


Mills: "Your work will only be as good 
us your brushes. Guard them with your 
life." And at $2.65 per sable wand, we 
did. 


The atmosphere of friendliness at The 


Web was evident from the time our class 
moved up the stairs, supplies In hand. 
There was, however, no so-called beauty 
parlor talk. All the women enrolled were 
enthralled by their new-found artistic tal- 
ents and eager to better them. 


"WHEN WILL WE learn to do pears, 


faces and ribbons?" they queried while 
displaying new patterns they hope to 
delve into during the cold winter months. 


Mrs. Mills started tolc painting one 


day about three years ago when she real- 
ized there was eye-appealing potential 
for her old treadle sowing machine. She 


purchased a book by Priscllla Hauscr, 
one of the leaders In the tole movement, 
and went to work. 


Since then she has attended the Nation- 


al Tole Teacher's Seminars, under the 
direction of Mrs. Hauscr, at the Little 
Red Tole House in Tulsa, Okla. A 
recipient of a National Tolc Teacher's 
Certificate, Mrs. Mills said the seminars 
in Tulsa often began at 8 a.m. and lasted 
until midnight. "Intensive training" is 
what she calls It. And it shows in her 
work. 


ACCORDING TO MURIEL, the tolc 


and decorative painting craze has just 
become popular in the Midwest in the 
past couple of years. "You find It on ev- 
ery corner on the West Coast," she 
added. 


Stressing the fact that anyone can cul- 


tivate the technique, Mrs. Mills said she 
can't even draw an applo that looks 
good. "But with the traced patterns and 
the brush strokes, it's a cinch. It's a good 
way to get people to start painting, 
learning and creating." 


Anyone con do it — but I would sug- 


gest starting with the beginners, on the 
basics. 


EVERYTHING BUT THE kitchen sink 
can be tole painted for an added 
decorative touch. Bread boards and 
oven coat hangers are turned into 
handsome wall hangings. Fine shad- 
ing is most important in highlighting 
tole painting. "This is the only place 
streakers are welcome," said 
Mrs. 


Mills.

Veteran movie actor turns movie maker 


Gregory Peck talks about his film 'The Dove'

The job of a movie producer 


doesn't really get. across to the pub- 
lic, Gregory Peck says In describing 
his personal efforts to make "The 
Dove." 


"We're all Interpreters, but the 


blueprint has to bo there," Peck said 
during a recent visit to Chicago to 
promote tho suburban premiere of 
his film. "Directors hove all the glo- 
ry, but I don't really subscribe to the 
cult of the director. I do have a lot of 
respect for them." 


For his own now release, Peck said 


ho had to decide that the true story 
of a teen-age boy sailing around the 
world by himself could be a movie. 
Ho decided who would direct It, who 
would star In It and how the screen- 
play would bo written. Ho sold he 
remained on tho scene for most of 
tho filming and offered suggestions 
to tho director, Charles Jarrott, a 


Britisher who Is best known for his 
work with "Mary, Queen of Scots," 
"Anno of tho Thousand Days" and 
"Lost Horizon." 


PECK SAID HE selected Jarrott 


for his ability to work humanely with 
young, inexperienced actors. "I know 
directors who would have petrified 
those kids," he said. He calls Jarrott 
an "actor's director." 


Tho tale of Robin Lee Graham's In- 


credible voyage did not become 
widely known, Peck said, but it ap- 
pealed to him as a good movie sub- 
ject. Tho screenplay Is dominated by 
the romance of Graham, played by 
20-year-old Timothy Bottoms, and 
Deborah Raffin as a young American 
woman ho meets in Fiji, after cross- 
ing the Pacific. 


Peck 'says he chose the In- 


experienced Bottoms and Miss Rof- 
fln, 20, a model, after extensive 
screening. Tho most difficult task 


was finding actors to meet the age 
requirements, and Peck ultimately 
decided accomplished stars were all 
too old. He had considered some rock 
stars who actively sought the part of 
Graham. 


THE STORY DEPARTS from a 


travelogue by dwelling on the diffi- 
cult romance of the young couple and 
skimming the actual ordeal of the 
voyage, which covered 30,000 miles 
and five years of Graham's life. 


For realism, Peck chose several 


location sites, and stormy ocean 
scenes were actually filmed In the 
Indian Ocean during the most tem- 
pestuous weather. Marine consultant 
Norman Olsen of Chicago supervised 
tho filming, which included the diffi- 
cult orchestration of toppling a mast 
and washing the young sailor over- 
board. 


The film has no real surprises, but 


is fun to watch and gratifying'at the 


end. Anyone who has had to part 
with a loved one for a long period of 
time will really feel the emotion Gra- 
ham and the girl must cope with 
time and time again. 


PECK'S CHOICE OF cast suffers 


at first from Inexperience and some 
unrealistic lines, but Bottoms and 
Miss Raffin seem to improve as the 
movie progresses. 


The tall deliberate nature of Peck, 


the producer, is no different from 
that of Peck, the actor. He says, 
however, that 30 years of acting "Is 
quite a lot of acting, but I don't miss 
it." He declines to eliminate future 
roles, however, and talks of a dream 
show he would like to produce for tele- 
vision someday. His dream show 
would feature himself conducting 
meaningful interviews with top art- 
ists of several fields, followed by film 
of the artists performing everything 
from comedy to ballet. That, he says, 


would be an effort to satisfy himself, 
not to make money. 


His next effort will be a comedy 


drama pf the 1920s, Peck says, if a 
few things fall into place. He expects 
that effort to be released In about a 
year. 


HIS ON-LOCATION journey for 


"The Dove" took Peck and the crew 
virtually around the world them- 
selves. He compares that to the early 
days of his film career when actors 
performed in front of back-projection 
screens with Images of charging 
rhinos, elephants and alligators. He 
says he felt a little ridiculous firing a 
blank rifle at a picture on a screen, 
•and watching the animal fall at the 
appropriate time. 


Filming has also been improved 


with new, lightweight equipment, 
Peck said. The big hot lights known 
as "brutes" aren't needed, and 24- 
pound cameras allow extreme mobil- 


ity. "I think the best films are being 
made now, if you only discuss the 
finest," he says, after reminiscing 
about his roles in "Roman Holiday" 
and "To Kill a Mockingbird." He 
considers both among his favorites. 


Why a mass suburban premiere of 


his movie? "Television caused the 
changes," he said. "It keeps people 
home, and not enough of them will 
go to a central movie house." 


PARAMOUNT'S PLAN is to blan- 


ket this area and a few other sec- 
tions of the nation with suburban pre- 
mieres, to make a show convenient 
for the viewers. Peck admits the 
lack of big-name stars requires a dif- 
ferent style of marketing the movie, 
but he hopes the fresh, appealing na- 
ture of the young stars will spread 
by word of mouth and bring the pub- 
lic to the box offices.

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Oriental furniture simple 
and austere in its design 


Wo have studied furniture from time to 


time and Orlcntalia occasionally, so this 
week, a small discussion of Oriental fur- 
niture. I have always foil that such furni- 
ture had much In common with the Sha- 
ker furniture In this country, for neither 
seems to bo concerned with creature 
comfort, only simplicity of line and 
strength of design. But where Shakers 
were deliberately plain for fear of over- 
ornamentation and worldllness, the Chi- 
nese and Japanese furniture was made 
for entirely different reasons. 


As Arthur and Grace Chu, in their au- 


thoritative but readable book, "Oriental 
Antiques and Collectibles," put it, "Chi- 
nese furniture of tho formal typo was not 
mado for comfort, but for etiquette so 
that tho visitor would constantly bo re- 
minded to sit straight. It was also do- 
signed to add dignity to the already Im- 
posing and austere main hall." 


Simplicity of design was done, they 


say, especially in northern and central 
China where tho influence of officialdom 
was strong. However, in southern China, 
away from tho court, elaborate carving 
and mother of pearl inlays were often 
employed to relievo the severity of the 
dark heavy hardwood. 


FOR EXPORT PURPOSES, because 


they believed tho Occidentals demanded 
It, over-elaboration was common. Scaly 
dragons, flowery carvings, much inlay 
and inserts of pink marble appealed to 
western tastes, but were not used by the 
Chinese. Tho Chus consider the export 
pieces chinoiserio (Oriental design) of 
the worst kind. 


The table pictured is a Chinese altar 


table from Canton in black teak, from 
about 1700. It is a fine example of simple 
strong architecture, but somewhat re- 
lieved by a fine tracery of carving on the 
apron. 


Tho Japanese, whoso tasto is also 


simple and austere, say the Chus, export- 
ed a great quantity of dragon motif 
chinoiserio furniture to tho Western 
world, usually cheaply mado and crudely 
carved. I have seen much Japanese ex- 
port furniture, however, with good car- 
ving, and one must consider good crafts-

manshlp first in deciding if a piece has 
merit. 


Wo usually think of Oriental furniture 


os being made of tcokwood, which is 
somewhat of a misappropriation, for 
teak is a light-colored wood found chiefly 
In India. It is used In China and Japan, 
but so ore walnut, oak, Chinese cedar 
and sandalwood. 


WHERE TO LOOK for Oriental an- 


tiques? Believe it or not, in neighborhood 
antique shops and local flea markets. 
These ore supplied, after filtering down 
through estate sales and garage sales, by 
persons who once traveled or had gifts 
sent from tho Orient, and many desirable 
pieces still rest In corners of old homes, 
waiting to sec the new surroundings of 
an eager collector who will use them as 
focal points in any type of decor. (Ori- 
ental "goes" with almost anything — it 
is an especially good foil, I think, for ear- 
ly American, for nur.y early Americans 
imported Oriental furniture!) Oriental 
rugs especially, but that's another story.

Who would have thought it possible to 


write a 630,000 word book on the life of 
Robert Moses that would be of interest 
and significance to anyone but New 
Yorkers of middle ago and beyond? 


Robert Caro, an investigative reporter 


for a Long Island, N. Y., newspaper, 
thought enough of the challenge to spend 
seven years on the project and ho 
couldn't have wasted more than a few 
days. 


This Is on endlessly fascinating, in* 


tolllgcnt study of a man, tho forces that 
shaped the evolution of tho nation's big- 
gest city into Its present complex of high- 
ways, buildings and parks. These same 
forces, largely tho push for more roads 
and bigger buildings, now exist In cities 
throughout the nation. Now York's prob- 
lem just hit a little sooner. 


Moses was a dynamic advocate of 


parks for people to ploy In and roads to 
get them there, and anywhere else they 
chose to drive. In the 33 years of his 
public life ho pursued Ills projects, at one 
point spending at tho rate of $237 million 
a year, under several Now York gover- 
nors. For decades, ha was one of tho 
most powerful men In tho state, though 
never elected to public office. 


AND THIS IS THE author's point. 


Moses became so intent on accumulating 
power that ho turned Into a tyrant who 
was able to impose his will, his objec- 
tives, almost without limit or restraint. 


Tho author argues that Moses directed 


Now York City's transportation to almost 
total dependence on tho automobile, 
causing unsolved problems that ham- 
string the city increasingly each year. 
Mass transit was virtually Ignored. 


But on tho credit side are hundreds of 


thousands of acres of beautiful park 
throughout the entire state and some

public well. There is Long Island's Jones 
Beach, probably one of the finest public 
beaches in the country, that owes much 
more to Robert Moses than to nature. 
Without a man like Moses, such wonders 
would not have been accomplished.

The band suc- 
ceeds marvelously, whereas countless 
other bands, Including the most recent 
version of Humble Pie, have fallen flat 
on their faces. 


MUCH OF THE SUCCESS is due to the 


strong lead vocals of Jimmy Hall, whose 
voice while not great is as distinctive 
and as effective as soy, Mick Jagger 
(there is a slight physical resemblance 
which Is not' played up too much by 
Hall). Also,, the backup singing of the 
two girls, Donna Hall (sister of Jimmy 
and bassist Jack) and Ella Avery (the 
group's only black), helps interject the 
soul feel. 


Almost every song is good, with the 


exception of the gospel-lsh "Trust In the 
Lord." It is done high-energy style and 
very fast. Another so-called dues song 
would be "Alabama," 
which works

Restaurateurs arc just as concerned 


over the mushrooming food prices as tho 
harried housewife and just as anxious to 
learn ... who arc their biggest clientele? 


For example, studies carried out by 


the National Restaurant 
Association 


(NRA), indicate that between •1075 and 
1083 young ndulu aged 23 to 34 arc ex- 
pected to become more numerous duo to 
the postwar baby boom. Consequently 
there will be 67 per cent more families In 
thl* age group by 1083 as tho entire popu- 
lation expands by approximately 20 per 
cent. 


As far as regular eating-out ex- 


penditures arc concerned, people In this 
ago bracket rank third among flvo fami- 
ly groups studied by NRA in terms of 
amount spent by Individual family heads. 
Families with heads under 33 years of 
ago now account for 23 per cent of the 
total dining-out market and this figure Is 
expected to approach 34 per cent by 1985. 


NRA reports that families headed by 


persons •).". to 54 years of ago still con- 
stitute the highest weekly' expenditure 
for dining out, though this Is expected to 
decrease in Importance as tho number of 
families decline from 10.8 million in 1070 
to 10.3 million in 1083. 


NRA president Henry W. Boiling pre- 


dicts that "restaurants who cater to the 
more "expensive" appetites will continue 
to flourish (for those who arc still able to 
afford It), but the market In this direc- 
tion will not support much expansion. 
Docs one have to ask why?

Patricia McCormack, family editor for 
United Press International, on cigarette 
smoking among young Americans.) 


Among teens as a whole, the number 


who smoke — and that means one or 
more cigarettes per week or one or more 
per day — is IS per cent of the teen-age 
population. 


By age 18, however, almost one third 


of the boys smoke and one quarter of the 
girls do. 


These rates stay steady through the 


college years and don't change too much 
for adults. Results of a recent national 
Campus Opinion poll show that 25 per 
cent of college students smoke five or 
more cigarettes a day. 


But of those who said they do not 


smoke, about one in three reported that 
they had, at one time, smoked. This in- 
dicates, to the keepers of the statistics, a 
bright side to the smoking picture. To 
wit: 


"A large number of students may be 


starting to smoke and then quitting." 


IN ITS 1974 study of teen-age smoking, 


the National Clearinghouse for Smoking 
and Health found that cigarette smoking 
among teen-age boys increased between 


January of 1968 and January of 1970. 


It dropped back by January 1972 to- 


ward the 1968 level and at the beginning 
of 1974 it remained near the same level. 


Among girls, however, there have been 


small increases for each year surveyed. 


In its "Teen Age Self Test on Smok- 


ing," the Public Health Service gives 
some opinions of teen agers on smoking. 


Among teen-agers who smoke, some 


opinions go like this: 
, • 57 per cent think that teen-agers who 
smoke cigarettes regularly cannot quit 
any time they like. 


• 20 per cent of teen-agers who smoke 


think it is a stupid thing to do. The other 
70 per cent think it is a smart thing to 
do. 


• 77 per cent of. the teen-agers who 


'smoke feel it is better not to start smok- 
ing than to have to quit. 


• Half of those who smoke feel stu-. 


dents who smoke are more popular. And 
the other half of those who smoke feel 
students who smoke are less popular. 


• 72 per cent of the teen-ager smokers 


don't think cigarette smoking makes a 
teen-ager feel grownup. 


• Half of the teen-agers who smoke 


said they hoped their children, when they 


have them, won't smoke. 


• 68 per cent of the teen-agers who 


smoke said they think cigarette smoking 
slows them down in sports. 


• 52 per cent of the teen-ager smokers 


feel smoking cigarettes helps them enjoy 
life more. And 48 per cent said that isn't 
so. 


Teen-agers generally, not segregated 


into smokers versus nonsmokers, have 
these opinions on various aspects of 
smoking, according to the Public Health 
Service self test: 


• 17 per cent feel cigarettes are a 


form of air pollution. 


• 66 per cent are bothered by the fact 


that many adults cannot stop smoking. 


• 72 per cent disagree with the state- 


ment that cigarettes low in tar and nico- 
tine are safe. 


• S3 per cent said teen-agers prefer 


the company of boys who smoke. 


Teen-agers were asked: 
Do you believe that even though lung 


cancer and heart disease can be caused 
by other things, cigarette smoking can 
still make a real difference? 


Seventy-eight per cent think it does.

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Parks threatened to sue MSD, tillage 
MSD offers plan to make 
Heritage Park basin usable 


by JOE PRAN7. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


proposed a two-phase program designed 
lo correct problems at Wheeling's Heri- 
tage Park west retention basin. 


Park commissioners several weeks ago 


said they would consider filing a lawsuit 
against the MSD and the Village of 
Wheeling If work on the 17-ncrc basin 
was not completed. 


Land for the basin was donated by the 


park district In 1969 with the under- 
standing the retention lake would be suit- 
able for boating and fishing. The basin 
has never been used for recreation be- 
cause of Its size and depth, and It has 
been described as a "mudhole and eye- 
sore." 


Park Supt. David Phillips Thursday 


said that if the MSD proposal Is accept- 
able to the park board and village, the 
first phase would be started in the near 
future. The second phase, he sold, prob- 
ably would not start for at least three 
years. 


PHILLIPS SAID the first phase would 


consist of corrective action to make part 
of the retention basin usimble immediate- 
ly for recreation. The second phase 
would make the entire basin suitable for 
recreation. 


The first phase calls for deepening the 


center of the basin to moke five of the 17 
acres suitable for fishing and banting. 


A low-flow bypass would also be in- 


stalled in the first phase to prevent storm 


Incorporation objectors 
resume testimony today

Scheduled to give testimony today arc 


Palwaukcc Airport owner George Prlcs- 
tcr; Larry Oppenheimer, Wheeling vil- 
lage engineer and director of public 
works; and residents of the area west of 
Schoenbeck Koad and south of Illntz 
Road who aro seeking annexation to 
Wheeling. 


At the Sept. 23 hearing, Joseph Kcslcr, 


Arlington Heights village planner, said 
the proposed Prospect Heights bound- 
aries would complicate police and (Ire 
service in the area and might endanger 
Arlington Heights' ability to provide wa- 
ter to Horsey High School. Kcslcr, speak- 
ing in .behalf of official village board pol- 


icy, urged Prospect Heights to limit Its 
western boundary to Schoenbeck Road. 


THE: INCORPORATION petition has 


been submitted to the court by the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Assn., a 
homeowners' group. The possibility ex- 
ists that Circuit Court Judge Harry 
Comcrford, after hearing all the testi- 
mony in the case, may suggest certain 
boundary changes to the PHIA. By law, 
any amendments to the incorporation pe- 
tition can be mode only by the petition- 
ers. 


Earlier attempts to reach an out-of- 


court agreement on the boundaries 
failed, much -because of Arlington 
Heights' unwillingness to go along with 
the compromise efforts.

Under the proposal, tho village would 


maintain the pump and weir that would 
control the flow of water Into the basin. 
Engineering and design of the first phase 
would be paid for by the village, with the 
MSD paying the actual construction 
costs. The park district would pay noth- 
ing, Phillips said. 


THE SECOND PHASE probably will 


be financed with federal money, accord- 
ing to Phillips. 


Phillips said the park board will re- 


view the MSD proposal over the next 
several weeks and decide whether to ac- 
cept it. The village also will review it. 


The park board appealed to the MSD 


several weeks ago after expressing dis- 
pleasure with the village's response to a . 
request for a timetable on the Heritage 
Park west improvements. "The park dis- 
trict was promised that the basin would 
be a usable area and that Is not the 
case," Phillips said Thursday. 


Park officials have called for speedy 


action on the Heritage Park basin, say- 
ing they have put up with the basin in its 
present condition for five years. 


Roger Bjorvik, attorney for the park 


district, said the park district has 
grounds to sue the village and MSD over 
the problems connected with the basin. 


The casement agreement states that 


the village "will construct, operate, 
maintain and enlarge the basin. In ad- 
dition, it assures "safe I and sanitary" 
conditions that will ndt' interfere with 
the park district's use of the proper- 
ty for recreation.

Street repair 
program gets 
under way 


Wheeling's 1974 street maintenance 


program started Thursday and officials 
expect work to be completed within three 
days. 


The work, which is being done by the 


Cutler Repaving Co., will consist of re- 
surfacing the following streets: 


• St. Armand Lane: between Cedar 


Drive and Valley Stream Drive. 


• Valley Stream Drive: Fern Court to 


Elmhurst Road. 


• Anthony Road: Schoenbeck to about 


200 feet west of Fletcher Drive. 


• Cedar Drive: Dundee Road to St. Ar- 


mand Lane. 


The resurfacing will cost from $22,000 


to $25,000, said Larry Oppenheimer, vil- 
lage engineer and director of public 
works. The work will be paid for with 
motor fuel taxes which are obtained 
through the sale of gasoline. 


Recently, village public works crews 


completed base repairs on all the streets 
that are to be resurfaced. Oppenheimer 
said materials for those repairs cost the 
village about $5,000. 


The street maintenance program was 


supposed to be done last summer, but 
was delayed by the cement truckdrivers' 
strike. As a result of the strike the Cutler 
Repaving Co. did not begin its summer 
repaving work until the end of July. 


THE COMPANY USUALLY does not 


rent its machines for less than $50,000 
worth of repaving, but agreed to come to 
Wheeling after completing more than 
$100,000 worth of work in Buffalo Grove. 


The "Cutler Repaving process" con- 


sists of heating the asphalt on the exist- 
ing street and mixing it with new asphalt 
to form a new pavement. The process is 
cheaper than tearing out and replacing 
the entire pavement, Oppenehimer said. 


After the resurfacing Is completed, Op- 


penheimer said the streets under normal 
circumstances will not need repairs for 
about five years. 


Trustee Edward Berger, chairman of 


the streets, public buildings and grounds 
committee, said the process, which is 
being used for the first time, will provide 
a better street surface than with the old 
soalcoating method. 


What! pay for 'privilege' of work?

Ever hoar of a youngster paying for 


the privilege to work? 


Students in Emily Ehm's career educa- 


tion classes at Jack London Junior High 
School arc doing just that — working for 
money and paying to work some more. 


The five-week career education course 


is a regular academic class taken by all 
eighth graders. 


Instead of a traditional grade, students 


receive scrip money for finishing assign- 
ments. This "money" then becomes 
theirs to spend. 


Spending the money is where the fun 


comos in, but learning continues. 


Students "earn" money in1 a variety of 


ways. All the eighth grade students in 
the classes at London must take the Ku- 
der General Interest Survey that shows 
areas of interest and academic strength. 
A student earns $300 in scrip for com- 


pleting the test. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES include inter- 


viewing adult workers, reading and re- 
porting on various jobs, reporting on a 
particular industry's history, filling out a 
job application form and getting a union 
member to talk to the class. 


Students also may write a composition 


on a career they are considering or 
make a collage about some profession. 


The activities earn between $50 and 


$300 in scrip and students receive their 
earnings according to how well they per- 
form the task. 


"Rather than get an 'F' or failing the 


assignment they'll get less money," said 
Mrs. Ehm. "They still get a reward." 


She said she expects students with bet- 


ter academic abilities to earn more than 
students with less ability. 


Students must earn $800 to get a

At last! A space capsule the suburbs can call their own 


All systems go as Apollo II lands safely - in Elk Grove Village parking lot

Apollo H's command module touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed ovci1 custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men were not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which had been shot Into space in several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights It had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ulc, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the Way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out Incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Cldcs said the Idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 
was Instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Tri-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagen, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there in space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

Fire referendum meetings 
may face rescheduling 


The scries of meetings planned to ox- 


plain the upcoming fire-service referen- 
dum in the Lake County portion of Buf- 
falo Grove may ba rescheduled to take 
place closer to the date of the referen- 
dum. 


Village Trustee Edward Osmon said 


Thursday he will seek to set up addition- 
al meetings to make residents aware of 
the issues involved in the referendum. 
The vote is to decide whether the Lake 
County section of the village will be 
transferred from the Long Grove Fire 
Protection District to the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 


Osmon's comments came after Village 


Band instrument 
rental hiked 


The annual rental fee for band in- 


struments was Increased to $15 by the 
Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 Board of Edu- 
cation. 


The district has 25 instruments that 


are rented to band students. The former 
charge was $10 for renting the in- 
struments, but the cost of Instrument re- 
pairs necessitated increasing the rental 
fee, said Supt. Edward Grodsky. 


The board also approved participation 


in a federal program that partially reim- 
burses school districts for library mate- 
rials purchased during the school year. 


The district anticipates receiving about 


$3,000 for materials purchased this year. 


Grodsky also distributed a letter from 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwlck, stating that all the schools In 
Dlst. 23 have received full recognition. 


Mortwick noted that "all schools In 


your district not only meet minimum 
standards set by the Illinois School Code, 
but In many ways, set exemplary stan- 
dards for the rest of the schools in our 
state to follow." 


The board received a request from 


School Dlst. 144 In Markham, HI., to sup- 
port legislation relating to collective ne- 
gotiations by school districts. The board 
deferred action on the request and is 
waiting to sec what action is taken by 
the Illinois Assn. of School Boards before 
taking a position about the legislation. 


Atty. Richard Raysa indicated the refer- 
endum probably will be delayed until 
late November. Officials had been hoping 
for an Oct. 26 vote. 


A HEARING HAS been scheduled Oct. 


23 in Circuit Court, but Raysa said a 20- 
day period would follow to allow objec- 
tions to be filed. 


Osmon, chairman of a village com- 


mittee sponsoring the vote, said he would 
consult with Raysa and Buffalo Grove 
fire officials to discuss changing the slate 
of public sessions. 


The first of the originally scheduled 


meetings Thursday night at Kilmer 
School was called off after only three 
persons appeared besides Osman and 
representatives of the two fire depart- 
ments. 


Osmon and Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter said they were not sur- 
prised at tha sparse turnout because the 
session was at a Cook County location 
and Lake County Buffalo Grove residents 
will decide the issue. 


"I'M NOT SURPRISED. I expected 


it," Osmon said. "But I'm disappointed. 
I would, think people would be a little 
more concerned about their fire service." 


Another session is scheduled for next 


Thursday In Lake County with two others 
set for Oct. 17 and 24. . 


Osmon said additional meetings are 


scheduled for November. He said he also 
may consider pushing back the entire 
schedule of meetings for a few weeks. 


"It's kind of in limbo now," he said. 


"But If everyone is going to peak out a 
month before the referendum date, we 
may move the meetings back."

The first steps toward a town center 


for Buffalo Grove could be taken by the 
middle of next year If the village author- 
izes a consulting firm to begin a study of 
the plan. 


The village board is expected to act on 


an agreement with Economics Research 
Associates, Oak Brook, and two of its af- 
filiate firms for a $24,500 feasibility 
analysis and plan for the proposed proj- 
ect. 


Robert Maxman, regional manager for 


Alan M. Voorhecs and Associates of Chi- 
cago, one of the affiliate firms, said the 
study will take about six to nine months 
to complete. Village officials then will be 
presented with an "action plan" on how 
to begin the project. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS say the center 


would be the focal point of Buffalo Grove 
featuring a variety of facilities'Including 
shopping areas, offices, a community 
center, public offices and multlfamily 
housing. 


If plans proceed, the new downtown 


Buffalo Grove would be located on an 
undeveloped 80-acre site north of Lake- 
Cook Road, between Buffalo Grove Road 
and III. Rtc. 83. 


Village officials are hopeful that the 


concept will attract new businesses and 
residents to the village. It also will pro- 
vide a downtown area to accommodate 
the village's anticipated growth. 


Maxman said Thursday that once the 


study is complete the village can put the 
development plan into its "capital im- 
provements picture and start committing 
themselves and talking to developers." 


DURING THE STUDY, planning teams 


will research the area's economic, engi- 
neering and transportation potential. 
"We're planning a town center, not de- 
signing it," Maxman said. 
, 


Other than gathering "background in- 


formation," Maxraan said, planners have 
not yet gone into a study of the village 
but he feels developing the 80-acre site 
into a downtown area is a good idea. 


"The particular site is probably the 


Ideal site because of its location and 
characteristics and transportation poten- 
tial." he said. "It provides a unique op- 
portunlty for Buffalo Grove. They've 
really hit on the right site and it can 
provide a real focal point for the commu- 
nity." 


Ho also said once the study is com- 


plete, developers and merchants would 
be more easily attracted to the area, be- 
cause "it would enable them to come in 
with a lot more knowledge. The study

Ever hear of a youngster paying for 


the privilege to work? 


Students In Emily Ehm's career educa- 


tion classes at Jack London Junior High 
School arc doing just that — working for 
money and paying to work some more. 


The five-week career education course 


is a regular academic class token by all 
eighth graders. 


Instead of a traditional grade, students 


receive scrip money for finishing assign- 
ments. This "money" then becomes 
theirs to spend. 


Spending the money is where the fun 


comes in, but learning continues. 


Students "earn" money in a variety of 


ways. All the eighth grade students in 


the classes at London must take the Ku- 
der General Interest Survey that shows 
areas of interest and academic strength. 
A student earns $300 in scrip for com- 
pleting the test. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES include inter- 


viewing adult workers, reading and re- 
porting on various jobs, reporting on a 
particular industry's history, filling out a 
job application form and getting a union 
member to talk to the class. 


Students also may write a composition 


on a career they are considering or 
make a collage about some profession. 


The activities earn between $50 and 


$300 in scrip and students receive their 
earnings according to how well they per- 
form the task. 


"Rather than get an 'F' or failing the 


assignment they'll get less money," said 
Mrs. Ehm. "They still get a reward." 


She said she expects students with bet- 


ter academic abilities to earn more than 
students with less ability. 


Students must earn $800 to get a 


"pass" grade. They keep their own 
"money" or present it to her to earn the 
grade they are working toward or to pay 
for the other activities offered. 


An "A" costs $1,500, a "B" costs

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely-in Elk Grove Village parking lot

Apollo It's command module touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landing:). 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to n park district official. 


But the men were not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and tuo Tcxans in cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned testa, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights It had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ule, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out Incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Claes said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets In that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service In 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use In a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get B kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Clnes said U.S Sen, Charles Percy, R-I11., 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Trl-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagen, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there in space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

A 16-year-old Arlington Heights boy 


was charged Wednesday night by police 
with arson in connection with three ma- 
jor fires in the village dating back to 
April 1973. 


The youth, whose name was not re- 


leased by police, was charged with the 
April 29, 1973 fire at the Dryden Apart- 
ment Complex, South Dryden Place at 
Kensington Road; the Jan. 21, 1974 fire 
in another building In the same complex 
and the April 16, 1974 fire that gutted a 
barn at Arlington Park race track. 


Police and fire department in- 


vestigators said they have reason to be- 
lieve the youth was responsible for at 
least three other fires. The other fires 
linked to the youth Include two trash 
fires at the Dryden Apartments on Jan. 
20, 1974 and a rubbish fire Sept. 21, 1974 
at the Arlington Glass Co., 19 N. Hick- 
ory. 


"WE FEEL THESE calls are definite- 


ly related to the subject," said Capt. 
Donald Hirth, of the fire department. 


LT. PAUL BUCK1IOLZ, head of the po- 


lice youth division, said "We don't know 
exactly how many fires there were. But 
there were many, many," adding most of 
these other fires were small nuisance 
fires. 


The boy acted alone in setting the 


fires, Buckholz said. He described the 
youth as a "loner." 


The suspect was taken to the Audy 


Home in Chicago early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The arrest was made after the youth 


sought out Det. Rodney Kath of the youth 
division, as the policeman was leaving 
the station Wednesday afternoon. 


Tho youth stopped Kath in the parking 


lot saying there was something he want- 
ed to "talk over," Buckholz said. He re- 
portedly admitted setting the fires to 
Kath. 


Buckholz credited Kath and the rap- 


port he had developed with the youth as 
the key point in breaking the case. The 
youth had been one of hundreds ques- 
tioned by the police in their 18-month in- 
vcstignion of the series of fires, he said. 


THE CHARGES WERE filed with the 


approval of the State's Attorney's office 
and after police had met with the youth's 
father and attorney, Buckholz said. 


Some of the fires were set when the 


youth felt angry, Buckholz said. "He was 
mad at someone In the building. They 
may have yelled at him." he said. 


Others were the result of the youth's 


casual throwing of lighted books of 
matches, police said. 


In the two major fires at the Dryden 


Apartments, Lt. Daniel Raupp said a pet- 
roleum base liquid was used to start the 
fires. He said in the horse barn at the 
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race track dry hay was sufficient to set 
the blaze. 


Police said the boy admitted to setting 


small fires in towns other than Arlington 
Heights. Buckholz said there is no in- 
dication that the boy was involved in a 
recent rash of trash fires at Twelve Oaks 
Apartments, on Wllke Road, Arlington 
Heights, or fires in abandoned houses on 
Rand Road near Thomas Street. 


THE FIRST FIRE . with which the 


youth is charged was started in the base- 
ment storage area of the Dryden Apart- 
ments' northern-most building. The fire 
spread quickly, causing an estimated 
$100,000 damage and forcing 24 families 
to find new homes. 


The second fire with which the youth Is 


charged occurred Jan. 21 at another 
building In the apartment complex. The 
building, 1-5 S. Dryden PI., sustained 
$110,000 damage and is still unoccupied. 
That fire left 24 families homeless. 


Fire department officials said the 


youth set two minor trash fires the day 
before the one that swept the building. 
These fires were quickly extinguished be- 
fore any major damage was caused. 


The April 16 fire at the track gutted a 


wooden barn containing 76 stalls and 30 
dormitory rooms. The two-story building 
was destroyed, but no damage estimate 
was made. It was scheduled to be re- 
placed by track owners with a barn of 
fire-resistant concrete construction. 


The fire two weeks ago at the Arling- 


ton Glass Co., 19 N. Hickory, was set in a 
rubbish pile outside the building. The fire 
was struck before it could spread to the 
building.

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely - in Elk Grov e Village parking lot 


by JEHRY THOMAS 


Apollo M't command module touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Gro\e Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed o\cr custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men wore not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


cr and two Tcxans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II. which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned tests, Just completed a different trip from the 
spncc flights it had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ulc, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acrc park at S. West Glenn 
Troll Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Clacs said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final Jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 
was Instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module.

The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Tri-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagen, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today It's a module that's been out 
there In space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

The transit 
district cited a delay In funds expected 
from the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority as tho reason for the subsidy. 


In turning down the request, Village 


Pres. Charles Zcttck urged NORTRAN to 
seek RTA funds moc aggressively. 


LOIS LEVEY, a spokesman for NOR- 


TRAN, said the district "Is concerned 
about Elk Grove Village's refusal to help 
the district financially. 


"It could mean dropping the route 


through Elk Grove Village," she said. 
"We'd like to continue It and others out- 
sl'lc our district boundaries, but we 
ann't about to give outside boundary 
routes preference over those within the 
district." 


Miss Levey said the 18 north suburban 


communities that comprise NORTRAN 
help moke up the district's operating 
deficits through subsidies. In addition, 
other suburbs that lie outside of NOR- 
TRAN's boundaries, but receive Us ser- 
vice, such as Elk Grove Village, arc 
asked to contribute. 


"Continued sen-Ice depends on commu- 


nity support and subsidy," said Miss Le- 
vey. 


MIE SAID THE district expects to re- 


ceive funding from the RTA, but said Us 
application probably will not be reviewed 
until January. 


"In (he meantime, frankly, without 


funding help wo will be able to take care 
of only those communities within the dis- 
trict that arc subsidizing it," she said. 


NORTRAN received a federal grant to 


purchase the United Motor Coach Co. 
(UMC) and buy additional equipment as 
long as it takes over UMC routes. The 
take over Is expected this fall.

Teachers weigh suit for salary hike 


Teachers are considering a lawsuit 


against the High School Dist. 211 Board 
of Education because they did not re- 
ceive an annual salary Increase in pay- 
checks last month. 


The Dist. 211 teachers' union governing 


board Wednesday night unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution to consider the possi- 
bility of a suit. The teachers' union attor- 
ney is checking the legality of the dis- 
trict's withholding the automatic in- 
crease prior to Wednesday's contract set- 
tlement. 


The action is being considered despite 


the fact that the withheld money will be 
included in teacher paychecks in the next 
few weeks. The checks will be retro- 
active to July 1, expiration, date of the 
former contract. 


If the attorney finds that the board 


may have acted illegally in withholding 
the money, the teachers may file the 
suit, said Carl Flaks, union president. 


Dist. 211 teachers are given automatic 


pay increases of 5 per cent for each year 
of additional teaching experience. The 


raises did not appear in the teachers' 
Sept 15 and Sept. 30 paychecks. 


THE TEACHERS Wednesday accepted 


a new contract that includes the 5 per 
cent automatic raise plus a 7.8 per cent 
raise in base salary. The contract is ret- 
roactive to July 1, 1974, the date last 
year's contract expired. Teachers will 
receive the extra pay for September in 
the next few weeks. 


Dist. .211 Supt. Richard Kolze said 


Thursday he plans to consult the district's 
attorney on the possible suit. Paychecks 


for teachers are tabulated by computer. 
Kolze said the increases were not given 
because the teacher's contract still was 
pending. He said school officials felt it 
would be more efficient to adjust the 
computer for both changes — the auto- 
matic raise and the raise in base salary 
— at the same time. 


Flaks stressed that a final decision has 


not been made by teachers on the law- 
suit.

New fireman 
test has 109 
sweating 
for seven 
job openings

Anxiety and exertion were responsible 


for the sweaty, sometimes harried looks 
of 109 applicants for the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Fire Dept. after several hours of 
physical testing. 
: 


Seven of the 109 will be hired imme- 


diately, while the remainder will be put 
on an eligibility list or dropped front the 
running, depending on test results. 


"The new physical aptitude test we 


used for the first time was difficult — 
harder in fact than any other," said Fire 
Chief Allen Hulett. 


He said the test was designed to be 


hard to weed out applicants who do not 
measure up to department standards. "I 
have heard rumors that our test is too 
tough and designed to discourage women 
or minority groups applying, but that's a 
lot of baloney," said Hulett. 


"Sure, the test is tough, but every part 


of it deals with job-related aptitudes 
that an applicant will need if he or she is 
to stay alive on the job," he added. 


HULETT MAINTAINS that a woman 


has as good a chance of becoming eli- 
gible for firefighter status as any man. 


When the testing was announced three 


women requested applications. One 
broke her arm a few weeks before the 
test and the others, along with some of 
the men who took out applications, later 
changed their minds, said Hulett. 


Elk Grove Village's fitness test de- 


mands more of applicants than the min- 
imum physical fitness requirements out- 
lined in the National Fire Protection 
Assn. firefighters' professional quali- 
fications. It is expected to be adopted by 
the council in October. 


The new test is Hulett's idea. He re- 


viewed tests used by other departments 
and along with other chiefs worked out 
the new Elk Grove Village test during a 
recent conference of the joint council of 
the National Fire Service Organizations.

"We dropped out some tests like chin- 


ning yourself 15 or 20 times. Let's face it

it's more Important to see how long he 
can hang on, so that's what we test 
now," said the fire chief. 


OTHER TESTS are: 
• Handgrip dynamometer. A spring- 


hand unit developed to test handgrip and 
wrist strength. 


• Bent-knee sltups. 
• A back test that demands lifting a 


15-pound weight and placing it on the 
floor about a foot to both left and right 
sides of the applicant. This test shows up 
any back weakness. 


• The ladecr hang to test arm 


strength. 


• The 125-pound lift and carry test that 


requires those competing to carry a 


sandbag 100 feet. . 


• The quarter-mile shuttle run. 
• The 35-foot ladder clirag to test for 


fear of heights. 


• The monkey walk, which tests coor- 


dination. The applicant must walk a hori- 
zontal ladder on all fours and make the 
beam balance. 


The two final tests are done with full 


gear, an estimated 100 pounds of fire- 
fighting outerwear and air mask. 


APPLICANTS MUST go through a fur- 


niture maze and obstacle course 500 feet 
long. In addition to carrying the weight 
of the equipment, the air mask face plate 
is blacked out. 


Hulett said this blind maze test is prob- 


ably the most crucial. If ever a man is to 
panic, it's then," he said. 


Those who passed this phase of the 


testing will take written and oral exams, 


a medical physical and polygraph test. 


Why do 109 men take a test when they 


know only seven will be hired this year 
and the rest face anywhere from a year 
to two-year wait on an eligibility test 
with no guarantee they will be hired? 


"It's a job I want and would be proud 


to have been judged good enough for," 
said one applicant.

Teachers' group backs $22 million bond issue 


Teachers have endorsed a $22 million 


bond referendum for school construction 
in High School Dial. 211 and will work for 
Its passage Oct. 10. 


The governing board of the Dlst. 211 


Education Assn. unanimously approved 
the referendum Wednesday night and Is 
urging all teachers In the district to sup- 
port the measure. 


Teachers will work in telephone cam- 


paigns to inform the public of the elec- 
tion dale, purpose, and the location of 
polling places. Calls begin this Saturday 
and will continue until Oct. 19. 


Student councils in several of the dis- 


trict's high schools also arc preparing to 
work In the campaign. 


THE 822 MILLION referendum will ap- 


prove bonds to finance a sixth high 
school and additions to four high schools 


in the district. Architects estimate the 
projects will take between one and two 
years. 


About $6.5 million of the bonds will fi- 


nance the sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open in 1977 north of the 
Winston Park subdivision of Palatine. 
The school was approved in the district's 
last referendum in 1970 but the building 
will cost more than planned. The $6.5 


million will be added to the $9 million 
Dlst 211 has budgeted for the school. 


Distl 211 plans to award bids for the 


sixth school later this year. If the refer- 
endum fails School Board Pres. Robert 
Creek said the board will have to make 
some provision to come up with the extra 
money. 


Another $6.3 million in the package will 


finance an addition for Schaumburg High 


Des Plaines weighs taking U.S. 


City officials have scheduled another 


meeting later this month to study wheth- 
er the city will seek on estimated $2.5 
million it U entitled to under a new fed- 
eral program. 


City officials are interested in what- 


ever strings might be attached to the 
money, which is part of the recently 
enacted Housing and Community Devel- 
opment Act of 1974. 


Aid. Robert Hlndc, 4lh, chairman of 


the city council's finance committee, 
said he la Interested in applying for the 
money, but wants to study the entire law 
before making any final decision. 


THE GO-SLOW ATTITUDE results 


from the fact that the money must be 
u»cd to Improve public facilities that 


benefit low-and moderate-income fami- 
lies. 


While the money cannot be used for 


construction of housing for low-and mod- 
crato-uicomo families, applications for 
the funds must be accompanied by a 
housing assistance plan which Identifies 
the need for such housing and sets out a 
program aimed at meeting the need. 


The $2.5 million would be available to 


the city over a six-year period, beginning 
next year. Several aldermen and Michael 
Richardson, the city's director of plan- 
ning and zoning, have suggested that a 
portion of the money the city receives 
next year could be used to fund a de- 
tailed study of the housing needs and oth- 
er municipal problems In the city. 


Other aldermen have questioned other 


application requirements such as a 
three-year plan to Identify problems, pri- 
orities, and solution strategics and a plan 
to eliminate or prevent blight. 


HINDE SAID he also has referred tho 


matter to City Corporation Counsel Rob- 
ert DiLconardi to study the legal aspects 
of the funding program.

Arlington boy, 16, linked 
to three cases of arson

A 16-year-old Arlington Heights boy 


was charged Wednesday night by police 
with arson In connection with three ma- 
jor fires in the village dating back to 
April 1973. 


Tho youth, whoso name was not re- 


leased by police, was charged with the 
April 29, 1973 tiro at the Dryden Apart- 
ment Complex, South Dryden Place at 
Kensington Road; tho Jan. 21, 1074 fire 
in another building in the same complex 
and the April 16, 1074 fire that gutted a 
barn at Arlington Park race track. 


Police and firo department in- 


vestigators said they have reason to be- 
lieve tho youth was responsible for at 
least three other fires. Tho other fires 
linked to tho youth include two trash 
fires at the Dryden Apartments on Jan. 
20, 1074 and a rubbish fire Sept. 21, 1974 
at tho Arlington Glass Co., 19 N. Ilick- 
cry. 


"WE FEEL THESE calls arc definite- 


ly related to tho subject," said Copt. 
Donald Hlrth, of the fire department. 


LT. PAUL BUCKIIOLZ. head of the po- 


lice youth division, said "Wo don't know 
exactly how many fires there were. But 
there were many, many," adding most of 
these other fires wcro small nuisance 
fires. 


Tho boy acted atono in setting the 


fires, Buckholz said. Ho described the 
youth as a "loner." 


Tho suspect was taken to tho Audy 


Homo In Chicago early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


Tho arrest was made after the youth 


sought out Det. Rodney Kath of the youth 
division, as the policeman was leaving 
the station Wednesday afternoon. 


The youth stopped Kath in tho parking 


lot saying there was something he want- 
ed to "talk over," Buckholz said. He re- 
portedly admitted setting the fires to 
Kath. 


Buckholz credited Kath and the rap- 


port he had developed with the youth as 
the key point In breaking the case. Tho 
youth had been ono of hundreds ques- 
tioned by the police in their 18-month In- 
vcsligalon of the scries of fires, he said. 


THE CIIAnGES WERE filed with tho 


approval of tho State's Attorney's office 
and after police had met with the youth's 
father and attorney, Buckholz said. 


Some of the fires were set when tho 


youth felt angry, Buckholz said. "He was 
mad at someone in tho building. They 
may have yelled at him." he said. 


Others wcro the result of the youth's 


casual throwing of lighted books of 
matches, police said. 


In the two major fires at the Dryden 


Apartments, Lt. Daniel Raupp said a pet- 
roleum base liquid was used to start tho 
fires. He said in the horse barn at tho 
race track dry hay was sufficient to set 
tho blaze. 


Police said the boy admitted to setting 


small fires in towns other than Arlington 


Heights. Buckholz said there is no In- 
dication that the boy was involved in a 
recent rash of trash fires at Twelve Oaks 
Apartments, on Wilkc Road, Arlington 
Heights, or fires in abandoned houses on 
Rand Road near Thomas Street. 


THE FIRST FIRE with which the 


youth Is charged was started in the base- 
ment storage area of the Dryden Apart- 
ments' northern-most building. The fire 
spread quickly, causing an estimated 
$100,000 damage and forcing 24 families 
to find new homes. 


The second fire with which the youth is 


charged occurred Jan. 21 at another 
building in the apartment complex. The 
building, 1-5 S. Dryden PL, sustained 
$110,000 damage and is still unoccupied. 
That fire left 24 families homeless. 


Fire department officials said the 


youth set two minor trash fires the day 
before the one that swept the building. 
These fires were quickly extinguished be- 
fore any major damage was caused. 


The April 16 fire at the track gutted a 


wooden barn containing 76 stalls and 30 
dormitory rooms. The two-story building 
was destroyed, but no damage estimate 
was made. It was scheduled to be re- 
placed by track owners with a barn of 
fire-resistant concrete construction. 


Tho firo two weeks ago at the Arling- 


ton Gloss Co., 19 N. Hickory, was set in a 
rubbish pile outside the building. The fire 
was struck before it could spread to the 
building.

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely -in Elk Grove Village parking lot 


by JEltRY THOMAS 


Apollo H't command module touched down safely In Elk 


Grovo Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has formally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Pork District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men were not stiver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxnns In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II. which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned testa, Just completed a different trip from the 
space flights It had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ulc, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
caned 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his toad attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft reals on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acrc park.at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Clacs said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it,1.' he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module.

Kaufman, Broad seeks suit delay 


A request for a continuance in the

K&B may be considered.

He said in the horse barn at the 
race track dry hay was sufficient to set 
the blaze. 


Police said the boy admitted to setting 


small fires in towns other than Arlington 
Heights. Buckholz said there is no in- 
dication that the boy was involved In a 
recent rash of trash fires at Twelve Oaks 
Apartments, on Wllke Road, Arlington 
Heights, or fires In abandoned houses on 
Rand Road near Thomas Street. 


THE FIRST FIRE with which the 


youth is charged was started in the base- 
ment storage area of the Dryden Apart- 
ments' northern-most building. The fire 
spread quickly, causing an estimated 
$100,000 damage and forcing 24 families 
to find new homes. 


The second fire with which the youth Is 


charged occurred Jan. 21 at another 
building in the apartment complex. The 
building, 1-5 S. Dryden PL, sustained 
$110,000 damage and is still unoccupied. 
That fire left 24 families homeless. 


Fire department officials said the 


youth set two minor trash fires the day 
before the one that swept the building. 
These fires were quickly extinguished be- 
fore any major damage was caused. 


The April 16 fire at the track gutted a 


wooden barn containing 76 stalls and 30 
dormitory rooms. The two-story building 
was destroyed, but no damage estimate 
was made. It was scheduled to be re- 
placed by track owners with a barn of 
fire-resistant concrete construction. 


The fire two weeks ago at the Arling- 


ton Glass Co., 19 N. Hickory, was set In a 
rubbish pile outside the building. The fire 
was struck before it could spread to the 
building.

The .season has reached the halfway 


point' and Fremd and Palatine are both 
without a football victory. 


That will change tonight 
It will be Homecoming at the Pirate 


hideout, and Into that festival atmos- 
phere the Vikings will bring their grid- 
Iron bond. The action will begin at ap- 
proximately 8 p.m. 


"This will be a good game," said Pala- 


tine conch Arv Herstedt, whose team en- 
ters the evening's proceedings with an - 
0-4 mark, same as the Vikings. "Fremd 
will be tough — these records don't mean 
a thing." 


The Pirates have been plagued all sea- 


son by a frustrating case of fumble-itis. 
Mistakes have proven their downfall in 
cnch of their four losses. 


"We've played a lot of good football 


lately," Herstedt noted. "After looking at 
the Arlington game films, we're not so 
discouraged. Actually, we're encouraged 
by the brand of football we've been play- 
Ing. The defense is playing much better. 
We've found some boys who can play." 


Herstedt can't help but point to the 


long list at missed chances. "We've had 
II fumbles in four games — it's stagger- 
ing — we've lost the ball 11 times on 17 
fumbles. And twice they were returned 
for touchdowns." 


Herstedt heard some good news this 


week when he learned that 6-foot-2, 205- 
pound fullback Jim Maycan will be in 
.action after missing most of the last 
three games. Maycan's presence can't 
help but give the Pirate attack a healthy 
boost. 


It will bo on defense where Palatine 


will be tested to the fullest. Frcmd's run- 
ning game was pretty much throttled 
last week against a tough Horsey line, 


Television troubles me. 
It troubles me because It can be so

This Is not on easy thing for a news-

There is this rivalry between the two 


mediums and It's not cosy for the writing 
fraternity to admit that those upstarts 
from television have made such an im- 
pact on the public. 


Sure, it's easy to knock television. Ev- 


rryone does It. I do It. You do it. The 
critics do It. All ol this Is good and prop- 
er, but from the time I saw my tint tele- 
vision picture. I have been In awe of the 
medium. 


Let me be quick to point out that the 


printed word carries more weight than 
the spoken word and that Is one thing 
that has to bug the TV Industry. 


Guys can talk on television and know 


they don't have a complete audience. On 
the other hand, the written word has on 
Indelible quality to It. It Is there to be 
read and reread. 


I have always felt that when you watch 


n newscast, the commentator is your edi- 
tor. You have to listen to what he wants 
to tell you and you have to be there when 
he tells you. 


When you read a newspaper, you can 


be the editor. You can read what you 
want and when you want. 


However, television has had an Incred- 


ible Impact on the public, and I would be 
the first to admit that. It's had a pro- 
nounced Impact on me an a viewer of 
sport*. This was demonstrated vividly 
last Saturday. 


Illinois played Washington State In 


Champaign Saturday, and the football 
game was regionally televised by ABC- 
TV. 1 also had two tickets. That was the 
dilemma. 


Should I sit in the easy chair and 


watch the game on television or drive 
three hours to the campus? Decisions, 
decisions. 


In the past television would have won 


out because I get lazier with each pass- 
Ing year. It's an effort to get in the car 
and drive anywhere. 


This time the cor won out. I was anx- 


ious to sec this Illinois team (nationally 
ranked, believe it or not) in person, and 
anyway there's something strangely won- 
derful about college football. 


The college game Is attractive because 


It Is so forgettable, yet so memorable. 
When a person Is still an undergraduate, 
the games all seem lo blend Into one 
long, blurry drunk. 
Yet yean later alumni stand around tall- 
gate picnic parties arguing whether It 
was Eddie Slohovnlk or Hurley Crunch- 
melsler who forced the fumble on Illi- 
nois' 12-yard-llne that led to the touch- 
down that defeated Ohio State. 


You can't beat the atmosphere on a 


college campus the day of the game, but 
there was something else I wanted to sec 
Saturday In Champaign. I wanted a good 
look at Steve Ostcrmann, a young man 
who played his high school football at St. 
Viator and now Is an All-American guard 
on offense at Washington State. 


I thought — foolishly — that I could sit 


In the stands and concentrate on Os- 
tcrmann and the way ho works against 
the defense. 


O s t c r m a n n plays one of those 


anonymous but vital positions, and those 
mcat-ond-potatocs blocks on running 
plays — tackle on end, guard on tackle, 
center on tackle or middle linebacker — 
are so difficult to isolate and analyze

but the Vikes discovered a dormant pass- 
ing attack. 


"I think they will probably throw a lot 


a ga ins t ,,us," Herstedt 
surmised. 


"They've found some success with it, 
and the last couple of games we were a 
little weak on pass defense. They may 
want to try to exploit that." 


Naturally, Joe Samojedny Isn't saying. 


But the Fremd head coach said his "kids 
arc confident" about the pass. "They (of- 
fensive line) gave him (Dave Wlckum) 
good protection.

Fremd's quarterback connected on six

He was also tough on defense. 


Other defensive standouts singled out

McGinley and Dan Yelovich and left end 
Rich Ramsey. 


Samojedny said'he was planning to 


start some new people, but he didn't 
want to reveal their names until just be- 
fore game time. "We've been trying to

bring along some people from the start. 
Right now we're calling upon them." 


A victory's Important to both teams be- 


cause It could help each turn Its season 
around. And with the "Village Champion- 
ship" on the line, It's almost like Pala- 
tine's version of the Super Bowl.

He'd shake Ills 
head and ask the same question to the 
person next to him. Nobody could pin- 
point exactly what happened. 
* There wore so many key moments in 
this game that It was pathetic how des- 
perately I wanted to sec some Instant 
replays . . . great catches, fumbles, 
dazzling runs, smashing blocks. 


Speaking of smashing blocks, I must 


admit I did not get a good look at Steve 
Oslermann. I figured he must be doing a 
decent job because Washington State en- 
joyed an Impressive olfcnsc charge and 
Its line was firing out. 


When Steve trotted off the field, every- 


body would congratulate him by banging 
his helmet or shoulder pads. I knew he 
had to be doing the job, but I needed that 
Instant replay. 


"Ostcrmann looked great," the guys in 


the office told me Monday. "They kept 
praising him on television and showing 
the way he was doing his job." 


The televiewer has a chance to zero in 


on the linemen. The receivers move out 
of the camera's range after the first few 
steps, but nowadays you don't mind any- 
way. Your security Is the instant re- 
play which will probably pick up any- 
thing dramatic that happens in the area. 


So you're left with the choice — dis- 


ciplined watching of the line or a casual 
look at the hockflcld action. Sometimes a 
little mental discipline can pay heavy 
dividends. 


I once talked to a writer who covered 


the Stanley Cup hockey playoffs, saw six 
games of the finals, and admitted he 
would have seen the action belter at 
home. That's because he saw each goal 
one time and one time only. There were 
no Instant replays in the press box. 


If you understand hockey, you can 


sense sometimes when a goal is about to 
be scored — or at least when there is 
going to be pressure around the net. Oth- 
er times, though, the puck obviously is in 
and the light is on before you realize 
what has happened. 


I have never covered a United States 


Open Golf Tournament, for example, but 
I watch It on TV and feel I see as much 
as any of the guys who actually are there 
writing about the event. 


That's a dangerous thing to admit be- 


cause the U.S. Open is coming to Medl- 
nnh next summer and the boss, remem- 
bering this column, just might say: 


"Okay, stay homo and watch it on 


TV."

tight and corncrbacks drop deep. 


"I may be wrong, but they shouldn't be 


able to throw as well," said Cross coach 
Bob Koleno who took over this year when 
Frank Marian! joined the Chicago Fire 
as ticket sales manager. 


Cross returns hits entire defensive sec- 


ondary from last year's ESSC title team. 
But Cappello of St. Francis isn't sold on 
their effectiveness.

"The few times we tested It with a 


quarterback who isn't as strong as 
Walsh, we were able to pick them apart 
a little bit." Cappello said. 


"If Walsh can stay outside and get 


good pass protection, then Cross will be 
done. Walsh can go short or long. He's 
accurate and one of the best passers I've 
seen in a long time." And Walsh has 
steady blocking from a line that includes 
veteran center Tim Halas. 


Cappello claimed, "Viator's the team 


to beat. I'd like to get Cross again. 
They're tough and get better as the sea- 
son goes along but I think they'll get 
knocked off.

"We aren't playing this game to go 


5-0," Elinsik said. -"We're playing to 
wipe out the memory of those last 24 sec- 
onds." 


It was In the final 24 seconds of last 


year's game that Rock Valley quarter- 
back Dave Hoppmnnn salvaged a broken 
play with a 58 yard touchdown run to put 
the Trojans ahead 29-28. 


Then, to add blood to the water, Rock 


Valley went for the two point conversion 
and was successful. Such tactics can 
make the year between meetings long 
and bitter. 


"There's no way to describe how we 


felt after that game," EUasik said, "I 
think that play and that game cost us the 
state championship. 


"We had lost the game before to Iowa

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely -in Elk Grove Village parking lot 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Apollo H's command modulo touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew slapped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men wore notsilvcr-sulted astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxans in cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II. which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights it had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ule, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Clnes said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service In 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


. Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I1L, 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module.

The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Tri-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagen, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there in space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned foe sometime this 
month.

Residents plan campaign 
to fight race track project 


Homeowners In the Dawngatc subdivi- 


sion of Rolling Meadows hope to spear- 
head a fight among residents outside Ar- 
lington Heights against plans for a 5,000- 
unit high-rise housing project at Arling- 
ton Park Race Track. 


Although Dawngatc has only 47 homes 


In its development cast of Plum Grove 
Road and south of Euclid Avenue, its 
members decided Thursday night to ap- 
proach residents of other subdivisions 
and the Rolling Meadows City Council to 
enlist more opponents to the devel- 
opment. The track property once was in 
Rolling Meadows, but was dlsanncxcd 
through state legislation and in I960 was 
annexed to Arlington Heights. 


Impact on school populations and an- 


ticipated effects of a high-density devel- 
opment of highriso buildings will be 
primary issues in their opposition cam- 
paign. Children who would live in the de- 
velopment would attend schools in Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. IS and High 
School Dist. 211. Most Rolling Meadows 
children attend Dist. 15 schools, and some 
attend Dist. 211 high schools. 


THE DEVELOPMENT proposal in- 


cludes twelve 33-story buildings on 190 


acres north of the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel. 


If Rolling Meadows aldermen do not-, 


take a strong stand opposing the project, 
Dawngatc delegates "very definitely will 
go to them," said Howard Hill, president 
of the homeowners association. Alder- 
men Thomas J. Waldron, 2nd, and Mer- 
rill A. Wuerch, 1st, already hove in- 
dicated their opposition and Wuerch said 
he believes the full city council will .sup- 
port them, according to Hill. 


Dawngate's representatives also will 


seek support m their fight from home- 
owners in Crccksidc and Toll Oaks, both 
Rolling Meadows subdivisions, and For- 
est Estates, an unincorporated subdivi- 
sion. Within the next three weeks, repre- 
sentatives of the four groups hope to be- 
gin preparing a counterproposal for de- 
velopment of the 400 acres. Among pro- 
posals by Dawngatc homeowners Thurs- 
day were single-family development or 
recreational use. They suggested encour- 
aging Rolling Meadows and other munic- 
ipalities to "band together and buy it for 
recreational purposes." 


HOWEVER, MOST homeowners ap- 


peared to feel the "strong incentive of 


the landowners and developers to make 
very large profits," ns one put it, would 
make the alternate proposals unaccep- 
table. 
«. 


Hill said he believes the high density of 


the development might cause the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board to deny ap- 
proval of the plan. But whether it could 
legally do so, even if it wished to, is un- 
certain. 


Arlington Heights trustees voted unani- 


mously this week not to extend the 1969 
annexation agreement past Its five-year 
expiration date Oct. 20. But Village Atty. 
Jack M. Sicgcl indicated the multiple- 
family zoning and waiver of height re- 
strictions on the land will remain in ef- 
fect beyond that time, unless the village 
board repeals or amends the provisions. 


A clause in the agreement allowing the 


track to disanncx from Arlington Heights 
if the village broke terms of the agree- 
ment has become moot, said Sicgel, be- 
cause disanncxation would require GO 
days' notice. However, Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of the track, has 
indicated it would consider invoking the 
clause if the plan is denied. 


Teachers weigh suit for salary hike 


Teachers arc considering a lawsuit 


against the High School Dist. 211 Board 
of Education because they did not re- 
ceive an annual salary Increase in pay- 
checks last month. 


The Dist. 211 teachers' union governing 


board Wednesday night unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution to consider the possi- 
bility of a suit. The teachers' union attor- 
ney is checking the legality of the dis- 
trict's withholding the automatic In- 
crease prior to Wednesday's contract set- 
tlement. 


The action Is being considered despite 


the fact that the withheld money will be 
included In teacher paychecks in the next 
few weeks. The checks will be retro- 
active to July 1, expiration date of the 
former contract. 
. If the attorney finds that the board 
may have acted Illegally in withholding 
the money, the teachers may file the 
suit, said Carl Flaks, union president.

Teachers back bond referendum 


Teachers have endorsed a $22 million 


bond referendum for school construction 
in High School Dist. 211 and will work for 
its passage Oct. 10. 


The governing board of the Dist. 211 


Education Assn. unanimously approved 
tho referendum Wednesday night and is 
urging all teachers in the district to sup- 
port the measure. 


Teachers will work In telephone cam- 


paigns to inform the public of the elec- 
tion date, purpose, and the location of 
polling places. Calls begin this Saturday 
and will continue until Oct. 19. 


Student councils in several of the dis- 


trict's high schools also arc preparing to 
work In the campaign. 


THE 822 MILLION referendum will op- 


prove bonds to finance a sixth high 
school and additions to four high schools 
In the district. Architects estimate the 
projects will take between one and two 
years. 


About $6.5 million of the bonds will fi- 


nance the sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open In 1977 north of the 
Winston Park subdivision of Palatine. 
The school was approved In the district's 
last referendum in 1970 but the building 
will cost more than planned. The $6.5 
million will be added to the $9 million 
Dist. 211 has budgeted for the school. 


Distl 211 plans to award bids for the 


sixth school later this year. If the refer- 
endum fails School Board Pres. Robert 
Creek said the board will have to make 
some provision to come up with the extra 
money. 


Another $6.3 million in the package will 


finance an addition for Schaumburg High 
School which would Include a swimming 
pool, auditorium, classrooms for music 
and vocational education and more cafe- 
teria space. 


THE REFERENDUM would raise 


$3.25 million for Conant High School,

NORTRAN subsidy request rejected 


MSD VOteS village Elk Grove-Loop bus run in jeopardy? 
out of tunnel, 
reservoir system 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


board Thursday voted to drop Palatine 
from the tunnel and reservoir system. 
The decision may force Palatine tax- 
payers to finance millions of dollars' 
worth of sewer work in the older sections 
of the village. 


Without the help of the MSD, Palatine 


could not receive federal or state grants 
to finance the construction and village 
officials will have to rely on local sewer 
bonds or real estate taxes. 


Unless the sanitary district provides an 


alternative answer to Palatine's water 
and sewer problems. Village Prcs. Wen- 
dell B. Jones said Thursday, the village 
"Is going to scream real loud, In court, if 
necessary." 


The tunnel and reservoir system Is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tion problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and DCS Plalncs ore In- 
cluded In the system. 


JONES SAID Palatine officials 
had 


testified In favor of the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan as an excellent solution to the 
village's pollution and flooding problems 
with Salt Creek. About (Ivc months ago, 
however, the sanitary district decided 
Palatine's Inclusion in the tunnel and re- 
servoir system may be too expensive and 
suggested another solution be sought. 
Unless that alternative solution Is of- 
fered, Jones warned, the village would 
sue. "It's a question of equity and of 
good faith," he said. 


But despite Jones' statements, acting 


Village Atty. James McCarthy told MSD 
trustees Thursday the village docs not 
oppose being dropped from tho program 
as long as the MSD docs not force the 
village to build separate sanitary and 
storm sewers in the older sections of 
Palatine. 


"The village certainly isn't happy 


about being deleted, but it understands 
the compulsion this board is under as a 


result of federal funding," McCarthy told 
tho MSD board. 


But he said the village wanted to be 


free to study alternatives to separate 
sewers. He predicted village studies 
might show separate sowers as the most 
costly solution to Palatine's combined 
sewer flooding and pollution problem. 


Forrest C. Nell, chief engineer for the 


MSD, said the sanitary district has no 
authority to order the village to build 
separate sewers. "That's a state pre- 
rogative," he said. 


THE DROPPING OF Palatine (rom 


the system of tunnels came as a result of 
a federal requirement that all portions of 
the system be "cost effective." A sepa- 
rate engineering study of Palatine's com- • 
bincd sewage problem ordered by the 
MSD found building separate sewers 
would be cheaper than connecting Pala- 
tine to the combined sewage tunnels. 


Despite McCarthy's statements of Pal- 


atine's acquiescence of being deleted 
(ram the plan, Palatine Village Mgr. An- 
ton H. Harwlg said Thursday he still op- 
posed the deletion. 


Harwlg said he could sec no alterna- 


tives for the village other than to partici- 
pate In the tunnel plan or to build sepa- 
rate sewers for downtown Palatine. 


He challenged the cqulblllty of drop- 


ping Palatine (rom the plan while contin- 
uing to serve all the other communities 
in the MSD that have combined sewer 
systems. 


Harwig said the village board may 


ordcra study to show the difference in 
cost of building separate sewers as op- 
posed to merely increasing capacity of 
the existing combined sewers. Increasing 
capacity of the combined sewers would 
be necessary even if Palatine were a 
part of the tunnel plan. 


The combined sewer area of Palatine 


Is an Irregularly-shaped area bounded 
roughly by Northwest Highway on tho 
north, Gilbert Street on the south, Cedar 
Street on the west and Rohlwlng Road on 
the cast. 


Bus service between Elk Grove Village 


and downtown Chicago may be Jeopard- 
ized by the village's refusal to help subsi- 
dize the North Suburban Mass Transit 
District (NORTRAN). 


Village officials rejected a request by 


NORTRAN for $13,270 to ensure contin- 
ued operation of the service. The transit 
district cited a delay in funds expected 
from the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority as the reason for the subsidy. 


In turning down the request, Village 


Prcs. Charles Zettek urged NORTRAN to 
seek RTA funds moc aggressively. 


LOIS LEVEY, a spokesman for NOR- 


TRAN, said the district "is concerned 
about Elk Grove Village's refusal to help 
the district financially. 


"It could mean dropping the route 


through Elk Grove Village," she said. 
"We'd like to continue it and others out- 
side our district boundaries, but we 
aren't about to give outside boundary 


routes preference over those within the 
district." 


Miss Levey said the 18 north suburban 


communities that comprise NORTRAN 
help make up the district's operating 
deficits through subsidies. In addition, 
other suburbs that lie outside of NOR- 
TRAN's boundaries, but receive its ser- 
vice, such as Elk Grove Village, are 
asked to contribute. 


"Continued service depends on commu- 


nity support and subsidy," said Miss Le- 
vey. 


SHE SAID THE district expects to re- 


ceive funding from the RTA, but said its 
application probably will not be reviewed 
until January. 


"In the meantime, frankly, without 


funding help we will be able to take care 
of only those communities witliin the dis- 
trict that are subsidizing it," she said. 


NORTRAN received a federal grant to 


purchase the United Motor Coach Co. 


(UMC) and buy additional equipment as 
long as it takes over UMC routes. The 
take over is expected this fall. 


Currently, United Motor Coach pro- 


vides service between Elk Grove Village 
and downtown Chicago once a day, leav- 
ing the intersection of Arlington Heights 
and Higgins roads at 0:15 a.m.

Parks may buy 2 Metron buses 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


will become the proud new owner o( the 
two village-owned buses once used by 
Metron Systems Corp. if the village 
board decides the price is right. 


Park District Director Thomas Thorn- 


ton said the district has offered to buy 
the two used buses for $50,000, but wants 
to spread the payment over 10 years. 


"We've got two (school) buses now 


that arc Just about shot," Thornton says. 
The park board already has approved 
the offer and the village board is likely 
to authorize the sale Monday night. 


Several trustees previously have said 


they would welcome the opportunity to 
sell the vehicles to another unit of local 
government that has a need for them. 


Since Metron abandoned its Arlington 


Heights commuter-bus routes at the end 
of May, tho 35-passenger GMC buses 
have stood idle at the village public 
works center. 


Arlington Heights purchased the buses 


for $57,000 and then leased them to Met- 
ron. Part of the $7,000 difference between 
the original cost and the resale price will 
be made up by the lease money which is 
part of a $12,000 debt Melron is repaying 
to the village in $100 monthly in- 
stallments. 


Thornton said the park district has a 


long list of uses for the buses, including 
its Feminlque trips, trips by the Over 50 
Club and transportation within the dis- 
trict itself. 
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Weller Creek contracts

Officials of both DCS Plalncs and 


Mount Prospect hope to award contracts 
by mid-November on a $150,000 project 
aimed at casing bank erosion along Well- 
cr Creek. 


DCS Plalncs City Engineer Robert 


Bowcn said tho project which includes 
work In both communities will be bid 
Jointly In an effort to save money. In ad- 
dition to the towns' money, funds also 
have been allocated by tho state for the 
project. 


Bowcn explained that a process known 


as gabion will be used In tho creek to 
help prevent continued erosion of the 
banks. 


The gabion process Involves placing 


stones In a wire basket along the sides of 
tho creek, Bowcn said. 


A schedule for tho projects calls for 


contracts to be awarded Nov. IB. Bowcn 
said the weather will be tho chief deter- 
mining factor on starting the project dur- 
ing the winter. 


Design work for tho project is being 


prepared by the engineering firm of M/E 
Alstot, Marsh and GulUou, Inc. 


The project will involve improvements 


from School Street in Mount Prospect to 
Washington Street in DCS Plalncs. 


THE CITY HAS attempted to halt ero- 


sion along the creek for a number of 
years by dumping large blocks of con- 
crete on the banks. 


More than $3 million has been spent on 


Weller Creek since 1968 to preventing 
flooding of area homes. Tho state appro- 
priated $1.3 million in 1068 and I960 to 
have the creek widened, straightened 
and rcchanncled. 


Tho efforts brought some relief to the 


flooding problems, according to area 
residents, but it also hastened erosion of 
tho banks. 


Somo residents of tho Cumberland 


Park area of DCS Plalncs have estimated 
that as much as four feet of their back- 
yards have been washed away by the 
erosion problem. 


In 1972, the state spent over $90,000 to 


repair banks along the creek between 
Mount Prospect Road and Williams 
Street in Mount Prospect.

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Taxpayers stand to lose 
MSB votes village out 
of reservoir system 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Tho Metropolitan Sanitary District 


board Thursday voted to drop Palatine 
from the tunnel and reservoir system. 
The decision may force Palatine tax- 
payers to finance millions of dollars' 
worth of sewer work In the older sections 
of the village. 


Without the help of the MSD, Palatine 


could not receive federal or state grants 
to finance the construction and village 
officials will have to rely on local sewer 
bonds or real estate taxes. 


Unless the sanitary district provides an 


alternative answer to Palatine's water 
and sewer problems. Village Prcs. Wen- 
dell E. Jones said Thursday, the village 
"is going to scream real loud, In court, if 
necessary." 


The tunnel and reservoir system is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tion problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and DCS Plalncs arc in- 
cluded in the system. 


JONES SAID Palatine officials had 


testified in favor of the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan as an excellent solution to the 
village's pollution and flooding problems 
with Salt Creek. About five months ago. 
however, the sanitary district decided 
Palatine's inclusion in the tunnel and re- 
servoir system may be loo expensive and 


suggested another solution be sought. 
Unless that alternative solution Is of- 
fered, Jones warned, the village would 
sue. "It's a question of equity and of 
good faith," he said. 


But despite Jones' statements, acting 


Village Atty. James McCarthy told MSD 
trustees Thursday the village docs not 
oppose being dropped from the program 
as long as the MSD does not force the 
village to build separate sanitary and 
storm sewers in the older sections of 
Palatine. 


"The village certainly isn't happy 


about being deleted, but it understands 
the compulsion this board is under as a 
result of federal funding," McCarthy told 
tho MSD board. 


But he said the village wanted to be 


free to study alternatives to separate 
sewers. He predicted village studies 
might show separate sewers as tho most 
costly solution to Palatine's combined 
sewer flooding and pollution problem. 


Forrest C. Neil, chief engineer for the 


MSD, said the sanitary district has no 
authority to order the village to build 
separate sewers. "That's a state pre- 
rogative," ho said. 


• THE DROPPING OF Palatine from 
the system of tunnels came as a result of 
a federal requirement that all portions of 
the system be "cost effective." A sepa- 


rate engineering study of Palatine's com- 
bined sewage problem ordered by the 
MSD found building separate sewers 
would be cheaper than connecting Pala- 
tine to the combined sewage tunnels. 


Despite McCarthy's statements of Pal- 


atine's acquiescence of being deleted 
from the plan, Palatine Village Mgr. An- 
ton H. Hanvig said Thursday he still op- 
posed the deletion. 


Hanvig said he could sec no alterna- 


tives for the village other than to partici- 
pate in the tunnel plan or to build sepa- 
rate sewers for downtown Palatine. 


He challenged the cqulbillty of drop- 


ping Palatine from the plan while contin- 
uing to serve all the other communities 
in the MSD that have combined sewer 
systems. 


Harwig said the village board may 


ordcra study to show tho difference in 
cost of building separate sewers as op- 
posed to merely increasing capacity of 
the existing combined sewers. Increasing 
capacity of tiic combined sewers would 
be necessary even if Palatine were a 
part of the tunnel plan. 


The combined sewer area of Palatine 


is an irregularly-shaped area bounded 
roughly by Northwest Highway on the 
north, Gilbert"Strict on the south, Cedar 
Street on the west and Rohlwing Road on 
the east.

Teachers back bond referendum 


Teachers have endorsed a $22 million 


bond referendum for school construction 
In High School Dlst. 211 and will work for 
its passage Oct. 19. 


The governing board of the Dlst. 211 


Education Assn. unanimously approved 
the referendum Wednesday night and is 
urging all teachers in the district to sup- 
port the measure. 


Teachers will work in telephone cam- 


paigns to inform the public of the elec- 
tion date, purpose, and the location of 
polling places. Calls begin this Saturday 
and will continue until Oct. to. 


Student councils in several of the dis- 


trict's high schools also arc preparing to 
work In the campaign. 


THE 822 MILLION referendum will ap- 


prove bonds to finance a sixth high 
school and additions to four high schools 
in the district. Architects estimate tho 
projects will take between one and two 
years. 


About $6.3 million of the bonds will fi- 


nance the sixth high school which Is 
scheduled to open in 1977 north of the 


Winston Park subdivision of Palatine. 
The school was approved in the district's 
last referendum in 1970 but the building 
will cost more than planned. The $6.5 
million will be added to the $9 million 
Dist. 211 has budgeted for the school. 


Distl 211 plans to award bids for the 


sixth school later this year. If the refer- 
endum fails School Board Prcs. Robert 
Creek said the board will have to make 
some provision to come up with the extra 
money. 


Another $6.3 million in the package will 


finance an addition for Schaumburg High 
School which would Include a swimming 
pool, auditorium, classrooms for music 
and vocational education and more cafe- 
teria space. 


THE REFERENDUM 
would raise 


$3.2.) million for Connnt High School, 
$4.23 million for Fremd High School, $1 
million for Hoffman Estates High School 
and $480,000 for a district warehouse. 
Frcmd and Conant would receive audito- 
riums, and Fremd, Conant and Hoffman 
Estates would also receive swimming

The teachers' union attor- 
ney Is checking the legality of the dis- 
trict's withholding the automatic in- 
crease prior to Wednesday's contract set- 
tlement. 


The action is being considered despite 


the fact that the withheld money will be 
included in teacher paychecks in tho next 
few weeks. The checks will be retro- 
active to July 1, expiration date of the 
former contract. 


If the attorney finds that the board 


may have acted illegally in withholding 
the money, the teachers may file the 
suit, said Carl Flaks, union president. 


Dlst. 211 teachers are given automatic 


pay increases of 5 per cent for each year 
of additional teaching experience. The 
raises did not appear in the teachers' 
Sept. 15 and Sept. 30 paychecks. 


THE TEACHERS Wednesday accepted 


a new contract that includes the 5 per 
cent automatic raise plus a 7.8 per cenl 
raise in base salary. The contract is ret- 
roactive to July 1, 1974, the date last 
year's contract expired.

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely-in Elk Grove Village parking lot

Apollo It's command modulo touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near tho Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But tho men were not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which hod been shot into space in several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from tho 
space flights it had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ulc, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Claes said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area arc 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said.

Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy. R-I11.. 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied

Residents plan campaign 
to fight race track project 


Homeowners In the Dawngato subdivi- 


sion of Rolling Meadows hope to spear- 
head a fight among residents outside Ar- 
lington Heights against plans for a 5,000- 
unit high-rise housing project at Arling- 
ton Park Race Track. 


Although Dawngatc has only 47 homes 


in its development cast of Plum Grove 
Road and south of Euclid Avenue, its 
members decided Thursday night to ap- 
proach residents of other subdivisions 
and the Rolling Meadows City Council to 
enlist more opponents to the devel- 
opment. The track property once was in 
Rolling Meadows, but was dlsanncxed 
through state legislation and in IflC'J was 
annexed to Arlington Heights. 


Impact on school populations and an- 


ticipated effects of a high-density devel- 
opment of highrisc buildings will be 
primary issues in their opposition cam- 
paign. Children who would live In the de- 
velopment would attend schools in Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 and High 
School Dirt. 211. Most Rolling Meadows 
children attend Dlst. 15 schools, and some 
attend Dist. 211 high schools. 


THE DEVELOPMENT proposal In- 


cludes twelve 33-story buildings on 190 
acres north of the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel. 


If Rolling Meadows aldermen do not 


take a strong stand opposing the project, 
Dawngato delegates "very definitely will 
go to them," said Howard Hill, president 
of the homeowners association. Alder- 
men Thomas J. Waldron, 2nd, and Mer- 
rill A. Wucrch, 1st, already have in- 
dicated their opposition and Wucrch said 
he believes the full city council will sup- 
port them, according to Hill. 


Dawngate's representatives also will 


seek support in their fight from home- 
owners in Crccksidc and Tall Oaks, both 
Rolling Meadows subdivisions, and For- 
est Estates, an unincorporated subdivi- 
sion. Within the next three weeks, repre- 
sentatives of the four groups hope to be- 
gin preparing a counterproposal for de- 
velopment of the 400 acres.

THK CITY MAS attempted to halt ero-

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Colds, flu 
cut blood 
donations 


Colds and flu hampered this week's 


blood drive in Mount Prospect with only 
41 pints collected and many persons re- 
jected because of illness. 


Norma Murauskis, volunteer chairman 


of the blood drive, said October is tra- 
ditionally a poor month for blood collec- 
tion citing last year's collection of only 
15 pints in October as an example. 


Included in the 41 donors were seven 


members of the Mount Prospect Police 
Dept. who made advance arrangements 
to be present at Wednesday's regular 
monthly drawing at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club. 


October starts the last quarter in the 


drive's campaign to reach its annual 
goal of 1,800 pints. Each quarter a goal of 
450 pints is set. 


Mrs. Murauskis said final totals for the 


third quarter are not known but she esti- 
mated 300 pints were collected, the 
greatest amount since the drive began 
last year. 


THE OVER-ALL goal represents 4 per 


cent of the village's population. If it is 
reached all Mount Prospect residents 
and their immediate families can receive 
an unlimited supply of blood. If the goal 
is not reached, village residents can use 
up to the amount raised in the village 
during the preceding month. 


Mrs. 
Murauskis said regardless of 


whether the total community goal is 
reached, all donors and their families 
are automatically assured of blood for 
one year according to an agreement with 
the North Suburban Blood Center of 
Northbrook where the blood is processed. 


"We are working hard to get to the 


quota and the total is going up," 
Mrs. 


Murauskis said. "This time of year is 
bad because of the colds and flu that 
crop up but we need donors because 
there is always a shortage of blood." 


Mrs. 
Murauskis urged donors who 


were unable to give at this week's draw- 
ing to contact a local hospital for an ap- 
pointment to donate blood. Blood collect- 
ed at hospitals will be designated toward 
the community total.

$31,000 Combined Appeal goal set 


The 1974 Mount Prospect Combined 


Appeal drive will begin next week and 
officials say chances arc excellent that 
the $31,000 goal will be met. 


Harold J. Prcdovich, president of the 


drive, part of the Metropolitan Crusade 
of Mercy campaign, Thursday said ad- 
vanced solicitations in the business com- 
munity have received favorable re- 
sponse. 


"I'm 
enthusiastic this year more so 


than ever before that we're going to have 
a good campaign," Predovich said. "Our 
advanced gift mailings went out today 
and the rest of our mailings ,will be out 
next week so they will be timed with the 
start of the drive Thursday." 


Two special events were conducted in 


advance of the official start of the cam- 
paign, Prcdovich said. Of the two, a golf 
outing in September proved more suc- 


cessful, raising $300, Predovich said. A 
benefit performance of "You're A Good 
Man Charlie Brown" only managed to 
break even, ho added. 


IMIEDOVICH SAID officials are con- 


cerned that residential mailing solic- 
itations may be hurt this year because 
envelopes for the first time will be ad- 
dressed to "occupant" rather than the 
name of the person at the address. 


In the past names and address labels 


were taken from the village water billing 
lists, Predovich said, but this year the 
billing system was changed to occupant 
labels rather than name and address la- 
bels. 


"We hope the people understand that 


we would dearly love to send address la- 
bels but I'm afraid this could affect the 
outcome of our responses," Predovich 
said. 


One of the problems with the occupant 


address system, Prcdovich said, is that 
follow-up mailings will continue even if 
persons have contributed because it will 
be difficult to go through address lists 'o 
cross off those who have already given. 


"We have a small number of volun- 


teers and to have to shift through all the 
return responses would be a horrendous 
job," Predovich said. "I'm afraid the fol- 
low-up mailing may cause some adverse 
reaction." 


PREDOVICH SAID residential mail re- 


sponses accounted for about 10.5 per cent 
o^ last year's collection. 


He also said the inflationary trend in 


the economy may affect the amount of 
residential contributions. Predovich said 
the favorable indications received thus 
far frmm the business sector may offset 
any residential loss. 


The slogan for this year's drive is

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely - in Elk Grove Village parking lot 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Apollo H's command module touched down safely in Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stopped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district official. 


But the men wore not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights It had been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ule, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind • 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Claes said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets in that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put it, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Tri-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagcn, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there in space," he said. 


The lift truck placed it on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

Signs soon to be inspected without cost? 


Local merchants may not have to pay 


the cost of annual sign Inspections If the 
Mount Prospect Village Board follows 
the recommendation of the police and 
fire committee 


Trustee George B. Anderson, chairman 


of the committee, said his three-member 
group reached a consensus at a meeting 
Wednesday night to recommend the vil- 
lage conduct annual sign inspections but 
only charge a fee if more than one visit 
to a business is required. 


"The committee's consensus is that 


businesses pay their fair share of ex- 
penses through real estate taxes, person- 
al property taxes and business license 
fees," Anderson sold. "The rest of the 
community docs not pay for their oper- 
ation " 


Anderson said that because of the ex- 


penses already paid by businesses, the 
committee agreed that the village should 
only charge a fee in cases where in- 
sufficiencies or hazards exist in the 
signs. "If the problem required an in- 


spector to make a second or third visit, 
then some type of penalty fee could be 
charged," Anderson said. 


IN REVIEWING possible changes In 


the village's sign ordinance — which vil- 
lage officials have charged is grossly dis- 
regarded — Anderson said the com- 
mittee only dealt with the problem of 
periodic Inspections and the question of 
charging fees. The problem of nuisance 
signs, including road signs and those put 
up without permits, was not discussed, 
Anderson said. 


The committee's recommendation will 


be presented to the board at its next 
meeting Oct. 15. 


Building Director Buell Dutton has 


said illegal signs In Mount Prospect 
number In the hundreds and he has tak- 
en on the task of seeing that the problem 
ib corrected.

A 16-year-old Arlington Heights boy 


was charged Wednesday night by police 
with arson in connection with three ma- 
jor fires in the village dating back to 
April 1973.

"WE FEEL THESE calls ore definite- 


ly related to the subject," said Capt. 
Donald Hlrth, of tho fire department. 


LT. PAUL Bl'CKHOLZ. head of tho po- 


lice youth division, said "We don't know 
exactly how many fires there were. But 
there were many, many," adding most of 
thcso other fires wcro small nuisance 
fires. 


Tho boy acted alone in setting the 


fires, Buckholz said. He described the 
youth as a "loner." 


Tho suspect was taken to the Audy 


Home In Chicago early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The arrest was made after the youth 


sought out Dot. Rodney Kath of tho youth 
division, as the policeman was leaving 
tho station Wednesday afternoon.

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Race track blaze included 
16-year-old boy linked 
to three arson cases

A 16-year-old Arlington Heights boy 


was charged Wednesday night by police 
with arson In connection with three ma- 
jor fires In the village dating back to 
April 1973. 


The youth, whose name was not re- 


leased by police, was charged with the 
April 29, 1073 (Ire at the Drydcn Apart- 
ment Complex, South Drydcn Place at 
Kensington Road; the Jan. 21, 1074 fire 
in another building in the same complex 
and the April IB, 1074 fire that gutted a 
barn at Arlington Park race track. 


Police and (Ire department in- 


vestigators said they have reason to be- 


llcve the youth was responsible for at 
least three other (ires. The other (ires 
linked to the youth include two trash 
(Ires at the Drydcn Apartments on Jan. 
20, 1074 and a rubbish fire Sept. 21, 1074 
at the Arlington Glass Co., 19 N. Hick- 
ory. 


"\VE FEEL THESE calls arc definite- 


ly related to the subject," said Copt. 
Donald Hlrth, of the (Ire department. 


LT. PAUL BUCKHOLZ, head of the po- 


lice youth division, said "We don't know 
exactly how many (ires there were. But 
there were many, many," adding most of 
these other (ires were small nuisance 
fires. 


Ridge-Walnut RR cross 
bedevils village officials 


Seven years in the waiting, the rail- 


road crossing planned between Ridgo 
and Walnut avenues continues to bedevil 
village officials and cost money. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


already has appropriated $120,000 in 
state motor fuel tax funds to construct 
the crossing. But Monday night it will bo 
asked to spend $7,000 more. 


The lateness of the construction season 


means a more costly paving material for 
Walnut Avenue south of the railroad 
tracks will have to be used, said David 
Patterson, president of the village's 
Board of Local Improvements, which is 
responsible for the project. As a result. 
$2.5(10 more will have to be spent to build 
tlio street. 


An extra $4,500 Is needed to put up 


traffic signals on the south side of the 
railroad tracks. Lights on the north side 
have been operating for almost two 
years In anticipation of the crossing's 
completion. 


Patterson says in explanation for the 


expenses that the State of Illinois would 
not permit the use of the paving material 
that had been planned (or Walnut Avenue 
after Sept. 15, and the contractor, Mil- 
burn Brothers of Mount Prospect, was 
delayed this summer by the cement 
truck drivers strike. 


As for the traffic signals, the village 


already has purchased the lights but 
docs not have the equipment needed to 
push the electrical wiring beneath the 
railroad tracks, and to Install the lights. 
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The boy acted alone in setting the 


fires, Buckholz said. He described the 
youth as a "loner." 


The suspect was taken to the Audy 


Home in Chicago early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The arrest was made after the youth 


sought out Dct. Rodney Kath of the youth 
division, as the policeman was leaving 
the station Wednesday afternoon. 


The youth stopped Kath in the parking 


lot saying there was something he want- 
ed to "talk over," Buckholz said. He re- 
portedly admitted setting the fires to 
Kath. 


Buckholz credited Kath and the rap- 


port he had developed with the youth as 
the key point in breaking the case. The 
youth had been one of hundreds ques- 
tioned by the police in their 18-month in- 
vestignion o( the scries of fires, he said. 


THE CHARGES WERE filed with the 


approval of the State's Attorney's office 
and after police had met with the youth's 
father and attorney, Buckholz said. 


Some of the fires were set when the 


youth felt angry, Buckholz said. "He was 
mad at someone in the building. They 
may have yelled at him." he said. 


Others were the result of the youth's 


casual throwing of lighted books of 
matches, police said. 


In the two major fires at the Drydcn 


Apartments, Lt. Daniel Raupp said a pet- 
roleum base liquid was used to start the 
fires. He said In the horse barn at the 
race track dry hay was sufficient to set 
' the blaze. 


Police said the boy admitted to setting 


small (ires in towns other than Arlington 
Heights. Buckholz said there is no in- 
dication that the boy was involved hi a 
recent rash of trash (ires at Twelve Oaks 
Apartments, on Wilke Road, Arlington 
Heights, or fires in abandoned houses on 
Rand Road near Thomas Street. 


THE FIRST FIRE with which the 


youth Is charged was started in the base- 
ment storage area of the Dryden Apart- 
ments' northern-most building. The fire 
spread quickly, causing an estimated 
$100,000 damage and forcing 24 families 
to find new homes. 


The second fire with which the youth Is 


charged occurred Jan. 21 at another 
building in the apartment complex. The 
building, 1-3 S. Drydcn PL, sustained 
$110,000 damage and Is still unoccupied. 
That tire left 24 families homeless. 


Fire department officials said the 


youth set two minor trash fires the day 
before the one that swept the building. 
These fires were quickly extinguished be- 
fore any major damage was caused. 


The April 16 fire at the track gutted a 


wooden barn containing 76 stalls and 30 
dormitory rooms. The two-story building 
was destroyed, but no damage estimate 
was made. It was scheduled to be re- 
placed by track owners with a barn of 
fire-resistant concrete construction. 


The (Ire two weeks ago at the Arling- 


ton Glass Co., 19 N. Hickory, was set in a 
rubbish pile outside the building. The (ire 
was struck before it could spread to the 
building.

Tax-rate hike 
to end parks 
money ivoes? 


A tax-rate increase requiring a refer- 


endum is emerging as part of the rescue 
package for the financially-plagued Ar- 
lington Heights Park District. 


John G. Woods, chairman of the select 


citizens committee studying the money 
problems of the district, said, "A rate 
increase is almost imperative." 


According to figures supplied by dis- 


trict treasurer Roger Burke, the parks 
will not be able to provide essentials, 
such as preventive maintenance, If the 
cash flow to the district is not increased. 
The district, which receives its monies 
from property tax levies and activity 
fees, is taxing at the maximum rate 
allowed by the state constitution without 
a referendum. 


THE RATE-INCREASE referendum is 


just one of several options being studied 
by the committee. Other possibilities dis- 
cussed include asking the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to increase the allowable 
tax levy, construction of revenue-produc- 
ing facilities, receiving financial aid 
from the village, a merger with the vil- 
lage or a dissolution of the district. 


Charles Bobinettc, park district attor- 


ney, said closer cooperation with the vil- 
lage to provide recreational services was 
"quite realistic." He said the village had 
provided funds for park district projects 
twice in the past two years. 


Bobinette said the Ecology Corps, a 


summer work program for youths, and 
the park counselors, stationed in major 
parks during the summer to curb rowdi- 
ness, were examples of village funding of 
park administered programs. 


Village Trustee Frank Palmatier said 


"a more live possibility" would be the 
village helping to obtain funds fpr capital 
improvements or land acquisitions within 
the village boundaries. He cited village 
and park boundary discrepancies as a 
major reason for the lack of support for 
funding general programs or operations 
throughout the district. 
-I DON'T THINK it's a viable alter- 


nate. I couldn't buy it myself," he said 
comparing it to the village levying taxes 
to plow streets outside the corporate lim- 
its. "We would have a hard time justify- 
ing it." 


Woods said legislative efforts to raise 


the tax levy ceiling would have to begin 
immediately because of the length of 
time necessary to move a bill through 
the legislature. 


While discounting general relief com- 


ing from the village, Woods, twice vil- 
lage president, said aid could come for 
the construction of revenue-generating 
facilities. The facilities could be built 
with village issued general-obligation 
bonds and then leased back to the park 
district. 


Burke said even with a maximum tax- 


rate increase the district would still "just 
get by at the present rate of service" 
without extra funds for new programs or 
facilities.

All systems go as Apollo II lands safely-in Elk Grove Village parking lot

Apollo It's command module touched down safely In Elk 


Grove Village Thursday. But the event occurred without the 
usual hubbub, security or fanfare that has normally accom- 
panied other spacecraft landings. 


A three-man crew stepped from the vehicle onto a parking 


lot near the Elk Grove Park District headquarters and hand- 
ed over custody of their cargo to a park district ofdclnl. 


But the men wcro not silver-suited astronauts. A truck driv- 


er and two Tcxans In cowboy hats comprised the crew, who 
had shepherded the capsule from Houston to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


APOLLO II, which had been shot into space in several 


unmanned tests, just completed a different trip from the 
space flights it hod been designed to withstand. 


Tied by cables to the flatbed truck, the 12,000-pound mod- 


ule, a sister ship to those that orbited the moon, had just been 
carted 1,271 miles from Houston. 


Driver Charles Love said his load attracted a lot of atten- 


tion along the way, but the trip, along back roads, was with- 
out incident. 


For now the Apollo spacecraft rests on a grassy spot behind 


the Park District offices, while the district finishes construc- 
tion of a special pad in the 13-acre park at S. West Glenn 
Trail Rd. 


Parks Supt. Jack Clacs said the idea for obtaining the mod- 


ule and displaying it was because streets hi that area are 
named after astronauts. 


AL SULLIVAN, of the Sullivan* security escort service in 


Houston, has "tagged along," as he put It, on the final jour- 
ney of at least seven other space modules. "This is the first 
one I ever got to drop off for use in a park and I'm pleased 
because the kids sure will get a kick out of it," he said. 


Apollo II had been used by the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton. It was a gift to Elk Grove Village Park District through 
the National Air and Space Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C. Claes said U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-IH., 
was instrumental in aiding him with inquiries about obtaining 
the module. 


The module was lifted off the truck by a fork lift supplied 


by the Trl-Rental Co., of Elk Grove Village. George Van- 
Hagen, the firm's president, said the job was a big thrill for 
the company. Imagine, one day we have to move around 
disposable diapers and today it's a module that's been out 
there In space," he said. 


The lift truck placed It on the ground, where Apollo II will 


wait for its final resting place and one more chance at the 
spotlight in dedication services planned for sometime this 
month.

Weller Creek contracts 


be let next month 
may 


Officials of both DCS Plalncs and 


Mount Prospect hope to award contracts 
by mid-November on a $150,000 project 
aimed at casing bank erosion along Well- 
er Creek. 


DCS Plaines City Engineer Robert 


Bowcn said the project which includes 
work in both communities will be bid 
jointly in an effort to save money. In ad- 
dition to the towns' money, funds aha 
have been allocated by the state for the 
project. 


Bowcn explained that a process known 


as gabion will be used in the creek to 
help prevent continued erosion of the 
banks. 


The gabion process Involves placing 


stones in a wire basket along the sides of 
the creek. Bowcn sold. 


A schedule for the projects calls for 


contracts to be awarded Nov. 18. Bowcn 
said the weather will be the chief deter- 
mining factor on starting the project dur- 
ing the winter. 


Design work for tho project is being 


prepared by the engineering firm of M/E 
Alstot. Marsh and Gulllou. Inc. 


The project will involve Improvements 


from School Street in Mount Prospect to 
Washington Street In DCS Plalncs. 


THE CITY HAS attempted to halt cro- 


slon along the creek for a number of 
years by dumping large blocks of con- 
crete on the banks. 


More than $3 million has been spent on 


Weller Creek since 196fl to preventing 
flooding of area homes. Tho state appro- 
priated $1.3 million In 1068 and 1069 to 


have the creek widened, straightened 
and rcchannclcd. 


The efforts brought some relief to the 


flooding problems, according to area 
residents, but it also hastened erosion of 
the banks. 


Some residents of the Cumberland 


Park area of DCS Plaines have estimated 
that as much as four feet of their back- 
yards have been washed away by the 
erosion problem. 


In 1972, the state spent over $90,000 to 


repair banks along the creek between 
Mount Prospect Rood and Williams 
Street in Mount Prospect.
